His Letter to Cavaignac. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Paris; Sept. 24.—I have at last got a copy 
of the much talked about letter written 
by Count Esterhazy to M. Cavaignac, the 
late Minister of War. It had been kept 
secret up to the present moment.

Cavaignac informed me today that he 
made no-reply to Esterhazy’s letter, but 
treated it with the contempt which in his 
opinion it deserved.

Policeman John Tuxford, wagon man at 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Station, was shot 
and probably fatally wounded yesterday 
afternoon by Frank Ryan, a partner of 
Clarence White.

Paris, Sept. 24.—As the final responsibility 
for the revision is now thrown back on the 
Cabinet by an equal division on the com- 
miission of the Dreyfus and anti-Dreyfus 
parties, the latter is determined to spare no 
effort to intimidate the Cabinet.

CHREE INQUIRIES AT ONCE. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Special.]— 
At last the commission which will investi- 
gate the conduct of the war has held its 
first meeting, organized, and discussed the 
plan of procedure. Only eight members of 
the commission were present at the first 
meeting, Thomas L. Livermore of Boston 
Raving declined to serve. Dr. Connor of 
Cincinnati accepted a place on the comm!s- 
Bion this afternoon and will arrive here 
on Monday, to participate in the first meet- 
ing when the real investigation will begin.

Promptly at 10 o’clock this morning the 
eight members of the commission who were 
in the city called upon the President and 
had a long conference with him, ig which 
he explained what was expected. 

It is understood the investigation will 
be general in its scope and the minor details 
will not be gone into. 

After the conference with the President 
the commissioners went to the War depart- 
ment and held a meeting, at which the cora- 
mission was organized, General Dodge being 
chosen President of the board, Major S. C. 
Mills of the army recorder, and Mr. Richard 
‘Weightman of Washington secretary. Three 
army officers will be appointed as sergeants- 
at-arms, who will preserve order. 


Sessions May Ee Secret. 

The scope and method of procedure was 
again gone over, but none of the members 
of the commission would say what his 
course would be, and referred all members 
of the press to General Dodge, who was au- 
thorized to do the talking for the commis- 
sion. When seen tonight General Dodge was 
non-communicative, and no amount of ques- 
tioning could induce him to even intimate 
what the commission would do except that 
the meetings will be secret for the present. 
He asserted that it had not been decided 
whether the examination of the witnesses 
would be conducted in open session. 

It ig generally understood that the ses- 
sions will be both open and secret, and when 

a witness is about to testify to anything that 
ne commissioners think should not be dis- 
closed the doors will be closed and an ex- 
ecutive session will be held. 
. Those who are close to the President as- 
gert that he favors open sessions, 80 as to 
enable the public to know just what is being 
done. 

The commission will be divided into three 
subcommittees, and each will make an in- 
vestigation simultaneously, so as to facili- 
tate matters. 

The commission will make its first in- 
qguiries into the Secretary’s office, the Adju- 
tant General's office, and the office of the 
General commanding, taking cognizance of 
the orders which were issued for the conduct 
which 
were given to the army. 

The offices of the General, 
Surgeon and Quartermaster Gen- 
eral will be examined to ascertain the char- 
acter of orders issued and whether they 
were carried out. 

General Dodge will not say whether the 
commission will remain in Washington or 
if it would visit the different camps. 


Witnesses Will Be Reluctant. 

Tt is anticipated here that the commis- 
sioners will have rather a difficult time in 
securing witnesses, as it has no power to 
compel any one to testify, and the Presi- 
dent’s aid will have to be invoked to make 
the army officers tell what they know. 
They will be unwilling witnesses, and as 
they are not accustomed to criticising their 
superior officers, at least in public, they will 
undoubtedly adhere to this rule even if or- 
Gered to appear before the President. 

When they take the stand it is asserted 
they will tell little as they can escape with, 
and the uppermost thoughts in their minds 
will be that they are testifying against men 
te whose hands they must look for promo- 


Officers of the army are inclined to talk 
Mghtly of the investigation, and many of 
them express the opinion that nothing will 
come of it. At the same time they admit 
that there is something radically wrong 
with the system of the army, and Congress 

must investigate it, or some body which has 
authority to administer oaths.

Senda is situated. nearly in the center of 
an oval plane, about one mile by one and a 
half miles in diameter, surrounded for the 
most part by low hills and separated by the 
hill above mentioned from the valley. 

“The small hill on which the house of 
Ventura Quinones is situated affords a view 
of the hacienda. Here and along the road 
outposts consisting of one company, G, Sixth 
Tilinois, was posted. 

“At about 6 p. m. a report was sent in 
from this outpost that the enemy in consid- 

‘erable numbers had been observed. I sent 
out two companies of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts as a reserve. 

“During the night the enemy opened fire 
on the outposts, and their commander sent 
in a report, which arrived at camp at 2 a. 
m., July 26, that an attack on the outposts 
was expected. At 3 a. 3 I with my staff 
and Major W. C. Hayes, First Ohio Cavalry, 
and five companies of the Sixth Massachu- 
setts, left camp for the outposts on the 
Yauco road. The command arrived there 
shortly before daylight, at about 4:30 
o'clock. From the reports of the outposts

This company had intrenched themselves 
during the night, and, aftetr repulsing the 
attacking force, directed their fire against 
the enemy on the hill to the west. 

This conformation of the ground was 
such that the fire of the enemy’s reserves 
and a party on the left was effective in the 
seemingly secure hollow in which our re- 
serves were posted. The heavy volume of 
fire, the noise of shots striking the trees and 
ground, and the wounding of two men 
among the reserves, caused a momentary 
confusion among the troops. They were 
quickly rallied and placed under cover. The 
fire of the advance party and supports was 
directed against the party of the enemy on 
the hill, and temporarily silenced their fire 
from that direction, 

“Our advance guard of two companies, 
ignoring the enemy on the hill, then deployed 
mainly to the right of the road, and were 
led with quick and accurate military judg- 
ment and great personal gallantry by Lieu- 
tenant Langhorne, First Cavairy A, against 
the reserves of the enemy. The supports 


ugainst the party on the west of the hill, 
through the barbed wire fence and chap- 
artal. 

The reserves were deployed along the 
barbed wire fence running at right angles 
to the road, conducted through the fence, 
and brought up in the rear and to the left of. 
the attacking party, conducted by Lieuten- 
ant B. Ames of the Sixth Massachusetts. 
The enemy were driven from the hill, and 
retired to the valley, disappearing behind the 
hacienda. 

As the object of the expedition was con- 
sidered accomplished, and in obedience to 
instructions received from Major General 
Miles, no further pursuit was undertaken. 
The casualties on our side were four 
slightly wounded. After the occupation of 
Yauco, the casualties of the enemy were 
found to be one Lieutenant, one cornet 
killed, eighteen seriously, and thirty-two 
badly wounded. 

“After the confusion resulting from the 
first unexpected fire the conduct of the 
troops was excellent. They were speedily 
rallied and afterwards obeyed orders given 
through my staff officers without hesitation.

REFUSE TO PERMIT AN AUTOPSY 


Men of a Texas Company of Volunteers 
Drive the Surgeons from the 
Body ofa Comrade. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Sept. 24.—[Special.J—A 
detachment of armed men from Company F, 
First Texas, kept guard over the body of one 
of their men at the First Division Hospital 
yesterday afternoon and forbade the sur- 
geons touching it. 

Private Clarence Reilly, Company F (Bel- 
knap Rifles), First Texas, San Antonio, was 
sent to the hospital for a minor operation for 
a varicose vein. He was chloroformed, and, 
as the surgeons claim, immediately died. 
Word was sent to the camp and Captain 
McAdoo of the company came over in hot 
haste. He was wrathy and demanded an in- 
vestigation. Finding that the body was to 
be used for an autopsy he demanded it, but 
the hospital authorities refused to deliver it. 
Returning to camp Captain McAdoo sent 
Sergeant King of his company with ten men 
with orders to guard the body. 

The hospital authorities were greatly 
stirred up over the arrival of armed men 
and threatened them if they didn’t with- 
draw. King said his orders were to stay, 
and stay he did. | 

Finally the hospital officers agreed to send 
the body to the undertaker’s at once, and 
the guard was withdrawn. 

A later Investigation ordered by General 
Lee resulted in the statement that Reilly 
died of heart disease. Members of his com- 
pany insist the chloroform was adminis- 
tered by an inexperienced steward instead 
of a surgeon.

Washington; D. C., Sept. 24.—The instruc- } 
tions sent the American Evacuation Com-. 
missioners at Havana yesterday, practical- 
ly amounting to an ultimatum to General 
Blanco, insist that the evacuation of the 
island by the Spaniards begin not later than 
Oct. 15, and that it be complete by Dec. 31 
next. What the result of this demand will 
be is not yet known, but it is said that the 
administration is determined to tolerate no 
dilatory tactics on the part of the Spanish 
forces in leaving the island, although dis- 
posed to permit reasonable indulgence. 

The officials here are watching with inter- 
est the progress being made by the military 
commission at Havana. The commission 
has been slow in making reports to the War 
department, but from the latest received it 
appears that the body would like to have 
more definite instructions as to procedure. 

It seems that the Spanish side has said 
that they could not begin the evacuation of 
the island until the first of November, and 
that it could not be completed before the 
28th of February next. 

In view of the alarming state of the Cu- 
bans, who are suffering from bunger, and 
the Inability in the present uncertain con- 
ditions for obtaining relief, President Mc- 
Kinley sent the instructions referred to in 
the foregoing. 

Notice has also been taken of the ex- 
pressed purpose of the Spanish Captain Gen- 
eral to remove from the island the remains 
of Christopher Columbus, with part of the 
surmounting monument. If a monument is 
not a permanent fixture, then it is hard to 
decide what is, and it is possible that atten- 
tion will be called to the infraction of the 
terms of the protocol, although this must | 
be done with haste, in order to succeeed in 
its object, as the removal is said to be fixed 
for next Tuesday.

JUDGE CHETLAIN: 
STRIKES AT THE 
JUSTICE COURTS. 


S. W. Kapela and Constable Joseph 
Kristan Held to the Criminal Court 
on Charges of Corrupt and Willful 
Malfeasance in Office. 


The first real blow in the justice court 
crusade recently inaugurated by Judge Bren- 
tano was struck yesterday by Judge Chet- 
lain when he held Justice S. W. Kapela of 
the Town of Cicero to the Criminal Court 
in bonds of $1,000 on a charge of corrupt and 
willful malfeasance in office. Constable 
Joseph Kristan was also held on a similar 
charge, his bonds being the same. 

The men were held on charges preferred 
by Jan W. Idzikowski, a photographer at 
433 Milwaukee avenue, who was arrested 
six weeks ago and held in jail for two days 
on a warrant issued by Justice Kapela, who 
sent him to jall without giving him an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 

Justice Kapela is located at Hawthorne, 
and has figured repeatedly in the troubles of 
Edward Corrigan, whose close friend he is 
said to be. 

N. L. Piotrowski, attorney for Idzikowski, 
speaking of this case, said: 

Jan W. Idzikowski, a photographer, was 
arrested on Saturday, Aug. 20, at 11 p. m., on 
a warrant sworn out by Vincent Niklas, a 
business rival, charging him with disorderly 
conduct. . 

Constable Kristan, who arrested him, 
took him immediately to jail on a mittimus 
which had been issued in advance. 

“Mr. Idzikowski was held in jail until the 
following Monday, when I secured his re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus. 

“Judge Chetlain, after hearing the evi- 
dence, ordered Mr. Idzikowski discharged 
and directed that charges be preferred 
against Kapela and Kristan.“ 


PECK APPEALS TO GOVERNORS. 


Asks That Oct. 19 Be Set Aside in 
Schools in the Interests of Lafay- 
ette Monument Movement. 


Commissioner General Ferdinand W. Peck 
yesterday sent a cablegram to the Governor 
of each State and Territory in the United 
States requesting them to designate by offi- 
cial proclamation, if possible, Oct. 19 as 
Lafayette day in the public and parochial 
schools for the purpose of promoting inter- 
est in the movement for the erection of a 
monument to General Lafayette by the 
school children of America. The Commis- 
sioner General suggests that a portion of the 
day be devoted to exercises appropriate to 
the occasion and the story of our struggle 
for liberty be retold to the children. 

A letter from Archbishop Ireland has been 
received at the headquarters of the Memo- 
rial commission in the Auditorium Building 
in answer to a question as to how the paro- 
chial schools of the country might best be 
interested in the work of raising funds for 
the monument. The Archbishop suggests 
that the purpose of the movement be made 
known through the press or by special circu- 
lars to Catholic colleges and schools. He is 
certain the response will be prompt and that 
all Catholics will take pride in lending their 
aid to honor the chivalrous friend of Amer- 
ican independence. 

David Starr Jordon, President of Leland 
Stanford University, also expresses his 
hearty approval of the movement and prom- 
ises his earnest and hearty codperation in 
the work.

Dr.,,Evans’ Statement. 

e autopsy was thorough an deliberat 
After it was finished oe Se and the 
Coronor drove back to the office in the 
Criminal Court Building, and, after a consul- 
tation and an expression from each one of 
the physicians, Dr. Evans was selected as 
the spokesman to give out the results of the 


autopsy. He said: 

We found what Dr. Noel had already 
discovered in this case. The girl’s body 
showed marks of, slight injuries on the neck 
and lips, and on the arms. These were not 
considerable. 
travasation of blood under the skin and over 
the bones of the skull. There was a fracture 
of the skull, approximately two inches long, 
over and a little in front of the left ear. 
There was some sand in the bronchial tubes. 

There were two factors contributing to 
Jennie Hickey’s death. first was 
physical violence. The second was asphyx- 
lation from water. The injuries found 
could be the result of homicidal blows, the 
body being thrown into the water before the 
girl was entirely dead. Death could have 
been brought about in an effort at suicide, 
the girl striking her head in a fall. : 

The prominence of the physical injuries 
and the easy explanation on the basis of 
homicide make it imperative that this side 
of the question should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated.’’ 

More Light on the Matter. 

In speaking of the case later in the day, 
Dr. Evans added this: We have made our 
report and now it is a matter for the police.” 
* vou think there is work for the po- 

ce?“ 

“ Certainly,.“ he replied, there is an op- 
portunity there for a Sherlock Holmes. We 
have no doubt that the little life left after 
the skull was fractured and the body thrown 
into the water was put out by strangulation. 
The blow that caused the fracture of the 
skull was probably made only a short time 
before the body was placed in the water.“ 

Dr. William T, Kirby, 4800 Ashland ave- 
nue, said: “We agree with Me Coroner’s 
physician that there are evidences of mur- 
der. The statement in the report that death 
might have been caused by the girl falling 
from the pier and striking her head on the 
rocks,means that this is a mere possibility. 
In fact, it is a remote possibility.“ 


Deputies Set to Work. 


After the physicians had made their re- 
port Coroner Berz said he would detail two 
of his deputies.to work on the case. 

“The duty of the Coroner ends when he 
has inquired into the cause of a death,“ said 
Mr. Berz, and has made his report to the 
proper law officers. It is their duty to run 
down and arrest the perpetrators of a crime. 
But the police have so persistently refused 
to act on the report of my physician, and in- 
sist that Jennie Hickey committed suicide, 
that I have detailed two of my deputies to 
act as detegtives and ferret out this crime, if 
they can. The State’s Attorney told me he 
would also put men on the case, and it is 
possible the secret of the death of Jennie 
Hickey will be unraveled without the as- 
sistance of the police. 

IJ am sorry itisthis way. There ought to 
be perfect harmony between the Coroner’s 
office and the Police department. Instead of 
that, there is war, and our findings are ig- 
nored. lI ordered this second autopsy on the 
body of the dead girl because I wanted to 
settle all doubt. The police may deride a ie- 
port from the Coroner’s office. They cannot 
ignore what physicians of the reputation of 
Dr. Evans, Dr. Dodson, and Dr. Kirby say. 
They agreed that death was primarily caused 
by a blow on the side of the head, which 
fractured the skull, and that the little life 
left was put out by asphyxiation after the 
body was put in the water. I ordered that 
inquest to know whether or not my confi- 
dence in Dr. Noel was well placed. I found 


that it was.“ 


New Theory of Captain Hayes. 

Police Captain Hayes has adopted a new 
theory: that Jennie Hickey may have been 
walking on the breakwater and accidentally 
slipped into the hole in which her body was 
found. Captain Hayes is an Irishman, living 
in an Irish neighborhood, and knows how. 
is to supopse that an Irish Cath- 
olic girl 13 years old, preparing for her first 
church communion, would kill herself. It 
was pointed out to the Captain that sucha 
thing has hardly ever been known, and may 
never be as long as the Roman Catholic 
Church keeps up its present teachings 
against self-destruction and retains its hold 
over the minds of its communicants. Itisa 
knowledge of this fact that makes Father 
Cartan, the priest of the parish, so intéler- 
ant of the police theory in the matter. 

Chief Kipley still holds to the suicide 
dea. 1 went down to look at the place 
where the body was found,“ said he, and 
looked the ground over carefully. It was 
perfectly plain to me the girl must have 
committed cide, because the body was 
found in the hole in the breakwater instead 
of the lake outside. If any one had carried 
the body there to dispose of it he would have 
thrown it into the lake, where there was 

water, instead of thrusting it into that 
hole, where there was only a foot of water 
over the rocks 

Firm in His Opinion. 

was suggested to the Superintendent 
* if the girl had gone to the lake with 
the intention of killing herself she would 
probably have thrown herself into the deep 
water of the lake instead of jumping into 
a hole in the breakwater, where the greatest 
danger to be anticipated was a sprained 
ankle, but Mr. Kipley would not look at it 
that way and insisted the fact the body 
was poet in the hole was clear evidence of 
suicide. 

When asked what he thought of the find- 
ings. of Drs. Dodson, Evans, and Kirby after 
their examination of the body of the dead 
girl Superintendent Kipley said: “TI sup- 
pose they were sent to examine it in order 
to make that kind of a finding.” 

Captain Colleran of the Detective bureau 
evaded all attempts to pin him down to any 
definite opinion in the matter, only saying 
he had been led to believe it a case of 
suicide.” But €aptain Hayes took his new 
shoot when he said: 

„It is possible the girl may have been 
walking on the breakwater and slipped into 
the hole where her body was found. The 
spray Keeps the top of the breakwater wet 
and it is slippery enough there. In such @ 
case she would go in head first ahd this 
would account for the fractured skull.”

Placed in the Hearse.

The 
mourners and the friends entered the car- 
riages and the procession, followed by the 
curious crowd that had hung around the 
house, left the home where the dead girl 
had lived and carried her to the Church of 
the Nativity, Thirty-seventh and Wallace 
streets. 

The coffin was carried up the steps of the 
church and Father Cartan, who had loved 
the bright faced girl from the time he 
christened her, met the funeral party at the 
door. There were tears in his eyes as he 
walked slowly down the aisle. The funeral 
sermon was begun. The priest’s voice 
trembled as he said: : 

Let silence prevail. There have been so 
many mysterious contradictions and ex- 
planations that we areallinawhirl. Scien- 
tific people, including Dr. Noel, say there 
are evidences of drowning that are not of 
suicide. The police incline to the other 
side. One thing, however, we must say, and 
that is, What has this little girl to do with 
any other people’s sins?’ No one had any- 
thing against her. 

It that little girl has been murdered, re- 
member that that is one of the four sins 
which cry to heaven for vengeance. The 
four are these: Willful murder. oppression 
of the poor, defrauding the laborer of his 
wages, and impugning the known truth. 
Take the example of Cain and Abel. Cain 
was jealous and envious of his brother be- 
cause the offerirgs of Abel were acceptable 
and his were not, and in his rage he killed 
him. The deity came down from his great 
white throne and said, ‘ Where is thy broth- 
er? The blood of thy brother has gone up 
Uke mcense before my throne.’ 


Murder Will Cry Out. 


“If it is proved that that little girl was 
murdered, her blood will ascend like that of 
Abel, and if there are any persons here whe 
know that foul play has been comn.itted, be 
assured the murder will out, and heaven 
will cry aloud for vengeance, vengeance, 
vengeance.” 

As the priest’s voice rang through the 
church the mother of the dead girl started 
to her feet with a scream.

Father Cartan said after he returned from

It must not be expected that I shall be 
able to secure any evidence against the per- 
sons who killed Jennie Hickey. But I krow 
nothing which causes me to revise my opin- 
ion that she was foully murdered. There is 
nothing that can make me believe the child 
committed suicide. The theory is just as 
preposterous today as it was yesterday.” 


TRIES TO KILL HER HUSBAND. 


Helpless Baltimore Invalid Says He 
Was at the Mercy of a Mur- 
derous Wife. 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 24.—[Special. ]}—Mar- 
garet Holt, a large, comely woman of 40 
years, was committed to jail by the Crim- 
incal Court today on the charge of trying to 
murder her crippied husband by suffocating 
him with a mattress. Holt has been an in- 
valid for several years. A rehumatic af- 
fection has nearly deprived him of the use 
of his arms and legs. 

Two men who occupy apartments in the 
same house appeared against the woman in 
the police court today. They testified that 
the other night they heard smothered cries 
for help from the Holts’ apartments. They 
said they rushed into the bed chamber and 
found the woman with a mattress over her 
husband's head. She was sitting astride of 
it so that the man could not help himself. 
They caught her by the arms and speedily 
released Holt, who was black in the face 
and nearly dead. 

As soon as he had slightly recovered hé 
told them that his wife was trying to kill 
him, and that If left alone would do so be- 
fore morning. 3 

The crippled husband, supported by two 
policemen, testified against his wife. The 
woman said her husband was crazy.

ONE CHILD BLOWN AWAY. 


Many People Injured by Fall- 
ing Buildings, None 
Fatally. 


PROPERTY LOSS IS HEAVY. 


Lima, O., Sept. 24.—[{Special.J)—A storm 
which passed over Lima this afternoon at 
1:50 o’clock did thousands of dollars’ worth 
of damage by wrecking buildings. A large 
number of people were injured and one child, 
the 6-year-old son of Sidney Walthey, 874 
South Scott street, cannot be found. 

The storm came up from the west. When 


Mrs. Walthey saw the storm coming up she 
called to her son, who was in the yard, but 
just then the tornado struck, and the child 
was carried away in the flying débris. Hun- 
dreds have searched for him in vain ever 
since the storm. 

The wind and rain continued for fully an 
hour. The storm starting point was about 
three miles east of the city. A number of 
formers living in that part of the county 
were on their road and many of them sought 
shelter in the big barn of Jacob Boze, which 
was leveled. George Hadsell, aged 70 years, 
had his leg broken at the knee and Jacob 
Boze had his shoulder broken. 

The cyclone struck the northeast part of 
the city and twisted a new house belonging 
to William Harris from its foundations and 
left it in the street. 

Crossing the Pennsylvania tracks it demol- 
ished two water tanks, unroofed the Quilna 
brewery, Lima egg case factory, and a num- 
ber of adjacent buildings. 

It then struck the high school building, 
wrecking the whole roof, tearing out the 
west end and letting the roof and first and 
second floors into the cellar. Fortunately it 
was Saturday and there were no sessions of 
the schools or loss of life would have re- 


sulted. 
Schoolhouses Wrecked. 


Several schoolhouses east of the city were 
leveled, but no one was injured. 7 

The storm continued southwest, unroofed 
a portion of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railroad shops. and buried Harry 
Casewell under the débris. He was taken 
out with five ribs broken. 

The Hotel French lost part of its roof. 


The Colvin livery barn was unroofed, the 


West High Street School Building was un- 
roofed, and fifty houses more or less dam- 
aged. The residences of Mrs. D. F. An- 
drews and John Burgoyne, south of the high 
school building, were badly wrecked by 
débris from the building. The Detroit and 
Lima Northern railroad repair shops were 
blown over and the men escaped by getting 
beneath an engine when they saw the storm 


coming. 


In the southern part of the city there were 
a number of houses unroofed. e resi- 
dence of Torrey Kirk was struck by light- 
ning and Mrs. Kirk stunned. A house oc- 
cupied by Willis McKibben was picked from 
its foundation, carried about twenty feet, 
and Mrs. McKibben badly injured by a stove 
falling on her- 

The city water works buildings were un- 
roofed, and it is only a miracle that no one 
was killed outright. 

Superintendent Baxter of the County In- 
firmary was driving to the city when the 
storm came up and his horse became fright- 
ened and ran away. He wasthrown out and 
badly injured. 


Damage Outside the City. 


East of the city a house occupied by a 
family named Kohler was blown down 
and several members injured, none serious- 
ly. The church at Westminster, southeast 
of this city, was blown down and com- 
pletely wrecked. It was one of the finest 
churches in that part of the country. The 
Tileville schoolhouse, west of the city about 
three miles, was also blown down. 

The storm was general throughout this 
section and passed south from here. 


JOHN M. TOUCEY IS NO MORE. 


Former General Manager of the New 
York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad Is Dead. 


New York, Sept. 24.—John M. Toucey, 
formerly General Manager of the New York 
Central railroad, died at his home at Garri- 
son-on-the-Hudson late last night. 

Mr. Toucey was born in 1828 and began his 
railroad career as station agent of the Nau- 
gatuck railroad at Newton, Conn. In 1855 
he obtained a like position with the Hudson 
River railroad, and from that time until the 
day of his death remained in the employ of 
the Hudson River railroad company or its 
successor, the New York Central and Hud- 
son River railroad company. 

In 1862 he became assistant superintendent 
of the road, subsequently advancing to the 
positions of superintendent and General 
Manager. The latter he relinquished in May 
last on account of ill health.

The weapon was so 
close the policeman’s clothing was burned 
around the wound, Mahoney seized the pis- 
tol and clubbed Ryan until he surrendered. 

Detectives Kehoe and McCarthy arrived 
at the foot of the stair just as the shot was 
fired.

| Ryan in Trouble Before. 

Ryan, Joe Carroll, and Frank Hendricks 
were arrested on Sept. 18 by Detectives Tier- 
new and Smith of the Central Station. They 
were charged with holding up John T. Kelly, 
a railroad man. White secured their re- 
lease on bonds in Justice Foster’s court and 
they were not held on account, it is said, of 
insufficient evidence. 

Policeman Tuxford has been on the police 
force about ten years.. During Chief Bad- 
enoch’s term he was discharged and rein- 
stated under peculiar circumstances. He 
was. detailed to watch at the bedside of a 
wounded burglar named Hickey, who was 
under treatment at the County Hospital. 
Hickey made his escape through a window 
and over the wall. Tuxford spent nine 
months searching for Hickey and at last 
captured him at Thirty-ninth and Clark 
streets, after chasing him to another city 


reinstated by Chief Badenoch. 

Tuxford has been regarded as a faithful 
and brave policeman. He is 8 years old 
and lives at 2920 Parnell avenue with his 
wife and three children. ) 


Career of Clarence White. 

Clarence White, though not 30 years old, 
has figured in the police history of Chicago 
for many years. He belonged to a respecta- 
ble family on the West Side, but in his youth 
became the associate of wild and reckless 
boys, who subsequently led him into trouble. 

Clarence White was arrested a number of 
times on minor charges, but always man- 
aged to escape conviction. His good con- 
nections and his own promises of reform 
were potent influences in shielding him from 
punishment. 

Clarence was riding in a buggy with his 
brother, Frank White, when the latter was 
shot and killed by Detective Dix of the 
Berry Detective agency. This tragedy took 
place the night of Nov. 14, 1895. Half a 
dozen operatives of the Berry Detective 
agency were looking for Clarence White. 
Justice Everett had issued a war- 
rant for his arrest on 3 
of having broken into the house of 
Eugene Wheeler, 2962 Michigan avenue, on 
Nov. 16, 1894, and stolen $600 worth of prop- 
erty. It was near the corner of Polk street 
and Center avenue that the detectives opened 
fire on the brothers in the buggy. Frank 
White was killed instantly. 

There were no charges against the honesty 
or reputation of Frank White. All the Berry 
operatives concerned in the affair were ar- 
rested, and Dix was convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary. 3 

Marshall Murder Case Recalled. 

Clarence White next prominently figured 
in connection with the murder of Thomas 
J. Marshall, proprietor of the Golden Rule 
dry goods store on West Madison street. 
This crime was perpetrated the evening of 
May 7, 1896. Three men entered the store 
and tried to hold up Miss Garretson, the 
cashier. She pluckily held on to the money 
and the robbers started for the street. They 
were pursued by Mr. Marshall and several 
of his employés. One of the fugitives turned 
and shot Marshall through the head, killing 
him. There were a number of shots fired 
by the thieves, one bullet hitting A. 8. Baggs 
in the left leg and another wounding Katie 
Hines in both legs. Miss Hines was stand- 
ing on a street car at the time. 

Clarence White was arrested, charged 
with complicity in this crime, indicted by 
the grand jury, and tried, but was acquitted. 
Following his acquittal White posed for 
three weeks in a local dime museum as an 
attraction. Since that time the local police 
know little of his record except that three 
months ago he was arrested in New York 
along with a gang of Eastern crooks, and, 
as there was no specific charge against him 
there, the police drove him out of the city. 

Inspector Shea says he regards Clarence 
White as one of the dangerous characters 
the police have to deal with. 


Think He Is William Ryan. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Pittsburg police have no record of Frank 
Ryan, but think the man who shot Police- 
man Tuxford today may be William Ryan, 
who was arrested here on suspicion of pick- 
ing pockets on April 27. Ryan, with James 
Davis, Joseph O’Donnell, and Thomas Carri- 
gan, all of Chicago, were noticed “ work- 
ing a crowd at Fifth avenue and Smithfield 
street. The gang was arrested and sem to 
the workhouse for thirty days. After re- 
lease the men left the city. There was an- 
other Ryan arrested here sixteen months 
ago for pocket-picking. He served a year.

Governor Moves State Offices 
Two Miles Outside the 
City. 


ONE DEATH AT NEW ORLEANS 


Jackson, Miss., Sept. 24.—[Special.}]—Dr. J. 
H. Purnell, State Health Officer in charge of 
Jackson, has ordered the town depopulated 
as far as possible. 

Citizens are showing a desire to codper- 
ate with Dr. Purnell, and the slight remnant 
now in Jackson will be materially reduced 
by tomorrow night. Special trains will run 
tomorrow for Northern points. 

Governor McLaurin has moved his office 
from the State House to the insane asylum, 
two miles from the city. 


Negroes Have the Fever. 
Dr. Purnell stated tonight as his reason 
for depopulating the city, that an examina- 


tion of Harry Wright, the latest yellow fever 


patient, showed he contracted it from a 
negress who lived near the original source 
of infection in West Jackson. This renders 
it probable that the negroes are infected 
with the disease. Negroes have the fever in 
such a mild form that they seldom callina 
physician, and hence there is no telling how 
many of them have had it up to the present 
time. 

The case of the negress who had communi- 
cated the infection to young Wright was not 
reported to the board, but was subsequently 
discovered. 

In view of the general uncertainty and the 
possibility of a further spread from the negro 
population, Dr. Purnell thought it advisable 
to get all the white population out of the 
town. 

As soon as this is done there will be a 
house-to-house inspection of all parts-of the 
city and a thorough fumigation will be ap- 
plied when necessary. All persons also who 
have come in contact or are otherwise 
tainted with suspicion of infection will be 
isolated until the period of incubation ex- 
pires. | 

The city will be cordoned tomorrow morn- 
ing at 6 and no one can get out exéept 
by rail to points open to refugees. 

State Officers Move Out. 

The executive department of the State has 
beeh moved out to the insane asylum. Gov- 
ernor McLaurin and Private Secretary 
Coman went out) this morning, taking all 
necessary papers to run the State for about 
a month. 

The situation throughout the State is prac- 
tically the same. The cases are all sporadic, 
and with the exception of Lafayette County 
there is no indication of an epidemic. The 
lateness of the season and the probability of 

an early frost also negative the idea. Latest 
reports show 124 cases of yellow fever in the 
State. 


One Death at New Orleans. | 
Louisville, Ky., Sept. 24.—The yellow fever 
epidemic is slowly marching onward. New 
Orleans chronicled its first death today, and 
two more people were taken down with the 
disease there. There are five new cases at 
Harvey’s Canal and one at Baton Rouge. 
The Louisiana Board of Health makes the 
official announcement that Franklin has had 
106 cases to date. Five persons have died 
there. The sick are all doing well. 
Another case appeared in Jackson, Miss., 
today, and as a consequence a large number 
of the inhabitants are fleeing northward. 


YACHT CAPTAIN IS MURDERED. 


Long and Short Men Figure in a Mys- 
terilous Crime in Cali- 
fornia. 


Sausalito, Cal., Sept. 24.—Captain d. M. 
Brooks of the yacht Chispa, lying off this 
place, was mysteriously murdered at an 
early hour this morning. Captain Brooks 
returned to his cabin late last night intoxi- 
cated. Peter Nelson, a sailor, says he was 
awakened at 1:30 by the screams of the 
Captain calling for help and crying murder. 
Nelson ran to the cabin and was confronted 
by a tall man with a pistolinhishand. The 
sailor jumped intg the water. Another man, 
shorter in stature, fired several shots at 
Nelson, one of which struck him in the leg. 
Meantime the people on board the yacht 
Alameda, hearing the noise, put out in a 
boat for the Chispa. They picked Nelson up 
and went on board, but the murderets had 
escaped. The dead man’s watch had been 
taken and the drawers in the cabin had 
been ransacked.

In regard to the Allen law Mayor Harri- 
son sald:

EX-GOV. ALTGELD’S SPEECH. 


State and National Administrations 
Accused of Corruption and Sub- 
serviency to Private Interests. 


In introducing his speech ex-Governor Alt- 
geld said no change of administration would 
be possible, either in the federal or State 
government, for two years, but that the 
votes at the coming election would be re- 
garded as an indorsement or condemnation 
of the respective policies of those adminis- 
trations. While only local officers were to 
be elected, he said, the campaign and its re- 
sults would be of wider significance than the 
mere count of the votes on those officérs 
would imply, for the reason stated.

Elevator Bill Is Discussed. 

In speaking of the elevator bill he began 
by explaining the method of handling grain 
through warehouses by grade, removing the 
necessity of delivering to the owner the 
identical grain stored, requiring only that 
grain of even grade be returned. This gave 
the elevator men, he said, a chance to profit 
by selling the best grain of a certain grade 
by sample at an advance on the grade price, 
leaving the owners to suffer accordingly if 
they wished to sell by sample. This prac- 
tice, he said, led to litigation, an injunction 
suit having been brought to stop this prac- 


custodians of other people’s property the 
elevator or warehousemen should not be 
permitted to deal in the same property, the 
decision being upheld by the Supreme Court. 
He then said: 

But in the meantime the warehousemen 
got the State administration to come to 
their ald, and with the Governor's assistance 
they secured the passage of a law which 
permits them to do the things which the 
courts had held to be against public morals 
and against public policy, The warehouse- 
men, by gtving up a little of their storage 
charge, can offer enough to drive the out- 
side buyers out of the market. This done, 
the market is at the mercy of the ware- 
The effect of this legislation, 
therefore, is to create a monopoly and place 
all that section of country which in grain 
matters is tributary to this city at the mercy 
of a combination of elevator owners in Chi- 
cago. This combination can easily combine 
with others elsewhere, so that this legisla- 
tion lays the foundation for a grain trust 
that will draw blood from every farmer in 
America. The question now is, Does it 
meet your approval? Will you vote to sus- 
tain it?!“ 


. Talks of Gas Trust. 
Concerning the gas bill the speaker said: 
“Formerly we had eight gas companies 

in Chicago and its suburbs that were com- 
peting for business. Under the laws of 
Illinois these companies could not legally 
consolidate so as to form one, and they 
wanted legislation that would enable them 
to do this. Having Chicago in their grip, 
they wanted legislation that would prac- 
tically make it impossible for any new gas 
plant to be established, so that they would 
never be threatened with competition. 
“At the last session of the Legislature 
they secured the passage of one bill which 
authorized them to consolidate, and an- 
other which provided that hereafter no gas 
pipe should be laid in a street without the 
consent of the owners of a majority of the 
frontage in each block on that street. This 
act has placed the City of Chicago for all 
time at the mercy of the gas trust com- 


pany. | 

“Although it costs less than half what it 
formerly did to manufacture gas, Chicago 
must pay any price demanded. No matter 
how poor the gas, no matter how high the 
price, Chicago is helpless. The State gov- 
ernment by this act gave these men the 
power to rob the people of this city of mil- 
lions of dollars every year for all time, and 
the question now arises: Do you approve 
of this?’ And are you willing to say to 
the State government that it should go on 
and at the next opportunity authorize other 
schemers and bribers to exploit our people 
in some other direction?” 


Street Railway Legislation. | 

Introducing his treatment of the Allen law, 
the ex-Governor sald: 

“The next act that I will refer to relates 
to our laws concerning street railways. 
Many years ago, when our law authorizing 
the formation of street railway companies 
was enacted, it was seen that the older a 
community became the more valuable the 
privilege of operating a street railway would 
become and the less the risk of operation. 
The law, therefore, provided that no City 
Council should grant an ordinance or a char- 
ter to such a railway company for a longer 
term than twenty years.“ 

He then discussed the changing methods of 
operating street railways, which he argued 
had reduced expenses and in some cities had 
brought fares down to four or even three 
cents, and in certain places in Europe, where 
municipalities managed their own street ra- 
way systems, toa little more than two cents, 
the roads still paying profits. Chicago, he 
said, merited the advantages of such reduc- 
tion in fares as much as or more than any 
other city, being a great street railway 
center. The imminence of the expiration of 
existing franchises, he said, made it urgent 
for the street railway companies to secure 
new legislation if they wished to keep on 
indefinitely getting five cent fares. 

„It is clear,“ he continued, that if the 
ordinances or franchises were to be ex- 
tended under existing conditions they should 
have provided for a great reduction in fare, 
and the extension should have been for a 
short time. Yet notwithstanding these con- 
ditions the managers of the street railway 
companies got the present State govern- 
ment to pass what has been called the 
Allen bill,” under which bill the City Coun- 
cils are authorized to extend existing fran- 
chises or grant new ones for the term of

“The street car companies will thus be 
absolutely independent. They will go right 
on charging five cents, and you will be per- 
fectly helpless. This twenty-year clause 
was manifestly put in as a blind for the 
purpose of deception, and simply adds in- 
sult to injury. The granting of a franchise 
for even twenty years authorizing a five- 
cent fare, under existing conditions, would 
be a crime. It would simply authorize rob- 
bery by law—and robbery is crime. 

“Tt is true the City Council must yet act 
in order to complete the crime of the Allen 
law, but the owners of the street railways 
have so often shown themselves to be will- 
ing and able to bribe that body that the 
case of the people seems hopeless. 


Brazen Bribery Is Charged. 

“While this measure, as well as the gas 
measure, was pending in the General As- 
sembly, the City of Chicago, through the 
press and by its citizens, protested against 
the passage of either of these laws, and 
pointed out their iniquity, but their protests 
were in vain. By means of the most bold, 
high-handed, brazen, and gigantic bribery 
enacted into laws. 

„We sometimes hear the question inso- 
lently asked by men with soiled fingers, ‘ If 
these measures were corruptly passed, why 
don't you go before the grand jury with your 


ness of guilt. But let us examine it.“ 

He then argued that though there might 
be now no man living who ever saw George 
Washington, or could swear of his own 
knowledge that such a person ever lived, 
nevertheless none doubted it.

Democrats Are Repudiated. 
“The question is asked, ‘Did not some 
Democrats support that legislation?’

The speaker then turned his attention to 
the federal administration. He said the first 
thing Congress did after President McKinley 
came into office was to pass the Dingley bill, 
so framed as to reimburse the corporate 
interests that had contributed toa fund to 
elect the ticket. The Dingley law. he said, 
like the McKinley law, promised to laave 
a deficit in the Treasury through putting im- 
port duties so high on some articles as to 
stop importation, turning money for such 
goods into the pockets of American manu- 
facturers, but raising the wages of no work- 
men. He cited the sugar trust as an exam- 
ple, and said that while this country should 
have a great commerce and merchant 
marine high tariff laws closed its ports to 
goods from foreign countries. 

The gold standard was next assailed, the 
speaker reciting the arguments used against 
it by free silver men in 1896, and maintain- 
ing that the pledge given by Republicans 
then to seek to establish bimetallism was 
made in bad faith and to catch votes.

Two years ago, he said, the party had 
broken away from forces that were degrad- 
ing it, and since had labored for the eleva- 
tion of humanity.

For had the forces which formerly con- 
trolled our party not been overthrown,” he 
said; had Cleveland and his corrupt Phari- 
sees not been repudiated, the hand of the 
assassin would still be striking down wom- 
en and children, and vultures would still be 
devouring the flesh of murdered patriots in 
Cuba.

It has a great 
mission, and under the peerless Bryan will 
perform it.“ 


Closing Words to Voters. 


Afer briefly reviewing his arguments, Mr. 
Altgeld concluded his address to the Demo- 
crats as voters, saying: 

The great majority of our people are 
disgusted with existing conditions. The Re- 
publican machine managers know this, and 
their hope of success lies in a repetition of 
the frauds and crimes at the polls that were 
committed two years ago. The corporations 
will give them all the money they want, for 
they expect more favors, and if too much of 
it does not stick to the pockets of the man- 
agers, they can buy the State. 

Out over the State you hear labored ef- 
forts to talk patriotism, but they are only 
for the purpose of diverting attention. Let 
me say to you, head off frauds at the polls 
and you are already elected, and unless you 
do this a campaign is useless. 

The election criminals are neither Re- 
publicans nor Democrats—they are neither 
men nor women—like grave robbers, they 
are ghouls, and a penitentiary cell is their 
fit habitation. Let them understand that 
the least trifling will send them there, and 
victory is yours.“

LOCAL ISSUES REVIEWED. 


Importance of Electing Repub- 
licans to Office Is Clearly 
Set Forth. . 


EULOGIZES THE NOMINEES. 


Congressman Henry Sherman Boutell was 
the chief speaker at a Republican rally at 
Webster Hall last night. Mr. Boutell said 


in part:

The office of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is. a more important office than 
we are apt to consider it. The Republican 
candidate for this important office is a man 
of wide experience as an educator, and is 
familiar with the needs of all our State 
educational institutions. 

“Two of the three candidates for mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the State 
University are citizens of Chicago, and one 
of them is woman.

ANXIOUS TO BECOME A STATE. 


Report of the Governor of Oklahoma 
Favors Another Star on the 
Flag. | 


~ 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior today made public the 
annual report of C. M. Barnes, Governor of 
the Territory of Oklahoma. The report is 
a voluminous document, and takes up all 
the questions which affect the interest of 
the Territory. On the question of Statehood 
Governor Barnes says: 

“Since the passage of the Curtis bill, 
changing to some extent the status of the 
Five Civilized Tribes, and apparently post- 
poning the question of Statehood therein 
for several years, the sentiment in OKla- 
homa is somewhat stronger for immediate 
Statehood than when I made my last report. 
All political parties have this year declared 
in favor of Statehood upon such terms and 
with such boundaries as may seem best to 
Congress.“ 

The report shows a rapidly increasing im- 
migration and a prosperous condition of all 
the in@ustrial interests of the Territory. 
The national banks report a gain of 50 per 
cent in deposits over the previous year, of 
125 per cent in their loans, and of 80 per 
cent in cash ho!dings. 

Much of the space of the document is de- 
voted to churches and schools. There are 
1,600 schoolhouses in the Territory, and 30 
per cent 6f the children attend Sabbath 


school. 


MONTANA THROWS DOWN SILVER 


Reunited Republican Party at Its State 
Convention Indorses the St. 
Louis Platform. 


Helena, Mont., Sept. 24.—The administra- 
tion Republican convention was held today 
and nominated Thomas C. Marshall of Mis- 
soula for Congress, Judge Theodore Brantley 
of Anaconda for Chief Justice, George H. 
Grubb of Kalispell for Associate Justice, and 
Benjamin Webster of Helena tor Clerk of the 
Supreme Court. 

Senator Carter, permanent chairman of the 
convention, in his speech greeted the dele- 
gates as the chosen representatives of a 
reunited party. He said the peopfe of Mon- 
tana have been misled by the false sayings 
of the party of free trade. The speaker 
pointed out the difference between Montana 
conditions of 1896 and 1898. The Senator 
reviewed at length the Republican party’s 
policy in the past and future. He made no 
reference to the silver question, being con- 
tent to say that all questions could be settled 
better by the Republican than by any other 
party. 

The platform does not include the words 
silver and gold, the financial plank being as 
follows: 

We indorse without reservation or ex- 
ception the declaration of principals adopted 
by the last National Republican convention 
as promising wise policies of public action 
and bringing to the country a prosperity 
which we have not had heretofore.’’

Say the Suspected Midwife Will 
Be Behind the Bars Before 
Hany Hours. 


HER DAUGHTER IN CUSTODY. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 24.—[{Special.]— 
The mystery in the Yellow Mill Pend murder 
has been solved. The police assert that they 
are in possession of facts sufficient to con- 
vict the ones concerned, and moreover that 
all the principals are either under arrest or 
surveillance. They have not yet captured 
Mrs. Nancy Guilford, but say that they know 
her whereabouts and will have her behind 
the bars before many hours. 

Chief Birmingham today gave out a state- 
ment in which he says: 1 

We know that Harry Oxley arranged 
with Nancy Guilford to perform an opera- 
tion on the girl. We know the Gill girl came 
to Bridgeport. We know she died in Nancy 
Guilford’s house. We know that the date of 
her death was two weeks ago tonight. The 
body was cut up in the bathtub the next diy. 

We know that on the Sunday night after 
the body was cut up Mrs. Guilford hired a 
team at a livery stable. We know that the 
head and legs were placed in that carriage. 
I am convinced that Harry Guilford, Mrs. 
Gufiford’s son, on his bicycle led the way, 

ile Mrs. Guilford followed.in the car- 
age. I am convinced that he rode direct 
to the Bishop avenue cut, where the stones 
that weighted the packages were secured, 
and then led the way to the Seaview avenue 
bridge. He rode across the bridge and back 
to see if the coast was clear, and then sig- 
naled his mother to drive on the bridge. Mrs. 
Guilford drove on the bridge and up to the 
place where her son was waiting. 


Body in the Pond. 


IJ am convinced that Harry Guilford then 
lifted the packages from the carriage and 
threw them into the pond. The same pro- 
cedure was repeated the next night, when 
the trunk was disposed of in the same way. 

We know that Endora Guilford (Mrs. 
Guilford’s daughter), who was arrested in 
Wellsburg, N. Y., this morning, assisted her 
mother in disposing of the body. 

I searched the Guilford house myself. I 
cannot tell you of the evidence I found there. 
In the furnace in the cellar I found the heel 
of a woman's shoe, the skeleton of a wom- 
an’s pocketbook, and other things. 

The stones which weighted the packages 
were our starting point. One of the first 
steps we took was to ascertain if a livery 
team had been used on Sunday night. We 
found the carriage which was used. We 
found in that carriage some fragments of 
stone like the stone used as weights. 

On the carpet at the rear of the seat in 
the carriage we found spots which looked 
like blood. That buggy had been sent by the 
livery stable keeper to Nancy Guilford’s 
house on both of the nights in question. 

Harry Oxley is the man we want. How- 
ard Guernsey is not guilty. He was Oxley’s 
friend and confidant. He made the mistake 
of not telling what he knew.“ 

The negro women, Mrs. Rosa Drayton and 
daughter Clara, who were arrested last 
night, Superintendent Birmingham says, will 
prove important witnesses. According to 
the Superintendent one of these women went 


and saw Harry Oxley. | 
Harry Oxley, the police say, had nothing 
to do with the cutting up of the body.

BE A TERRITORY. 


Citizens of the Islands Are 
Opposed to Government 
by Commission. 


MONOPOLY-RIDDEN LAND. 


Those Who Have Made Money 
Easily Fear Annexation May 
Lessen Profits. 


NO FIELD FORSMALLCAPITAL 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDEN 

Honolulu, Sept. 18.— Honolulu is at present 
in the transitory state. There is but one 
opinion among business-men and that is 
that the future government of the islands 
should not-be by a commission or patterned 
after the District of Columbia, but should 
be fashioned after the existing government 
of the Territories. 

The commission to recommend a form of 
government and outline the laws, of which 
Senator Cullom is at the head, ha n 
holding sessions here for two or three weeks. 
Senator Cullom and Representative Hitt 
leave on Thursday for San Francisco. Sen- 
ator Morgan is unable to secure passage and 
will remain for a time. te 
A more monopoly ridden country never 
existed than this. The few in control have 
made money easily, and they are the ones 
who now do not hesitate to say that annexa- 
tion will not be a good thing. 


Want to Keep Contract Labor. 


Strong pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the commission to recommend no 
change in the contract labor laws. 

Without contract labor we can make no 
money.“ they say, when they mean that they 
cannot make so much money. A sugar 
planter on the Island of Kauai today pro- 
claimed himself a royalist and argued tha 
with annexation profits would be cut and 
competition would prove embarrassing. The 
plantation which he manages was capital- 
ized for $500,000, . 

It was expected the first year to produce 
5,000 tons of sugar. Instead of that 19,000 
tons were produced. For the 500,000 in- 
vested over $700,000 has been taken out in 
profits. ; 

This is but a sample. One firm on the 
island employs $25,000,000 of capitalin pro- 
moting the sugar and coffte industries. It 
not only owns large plantations, but makes 
loans to the small holders to promote devel- 
opments. 

This is one of the reagons the individual 
shipper of produce, etc., can find no mar- 
ket. He must sell to the loaning firm at its 
own price, for there are no individuals to 


buy. 
No Chance for Small Capitalists. 


The shipping is another great monopoly. 
Until these monopolies are broken up there 
is little chance for new steamship lines or 
individual efforts or small blocks of capital. 
Japanese or Chinese labor is secured, usually 
at the rate of $15 a month, the laborer to feed 
himself. By this system of labor, and fa- 


equal to 50 to 60 per cent of the capital in- 
vested. 

The Sugar Growers’ association in a me- 
morial to the commission asks that a transi- 
tion period be allowed, during which the 
agricultural interests of Hawali may read- 
just themselves to meet the changed condi- 
tions of affairs, during which time the im- 
migration laws of the United States shall not 
be extended in their entirety to Hawaii. 

One of the subjects which particularly 
affect the business-men of the islands and 
have direct bearing upon the changes for the 
success of proposed new steamship lines is 
the matter of shipping. In this, as in every- 
thing else, Honolulu is opposed to the exist- 
ing condition of things in the United States, 
of which it is soon to become à part in 
reality. 

Don’t Want Coasting Lews, 

The people of the islands have been pester- 
ing the members of the commission to recom- 
mend a long delay in the extension of coast- 
ing laws to the trade between the Hawalian 
ports.and the ports of the United States, be- 
cause of the difficulty in securing for a long 
time to come American ships enough to 
carry the imports and exports to and from 
the islands. As a matter of fact, approxi- 
mately 70 per cent of the shipping trade of 
the country has been done in American bot- 
toms and 30 per cent in foreign bottoms. 

The minor quéstions presented to the com- 
mission are voiced in a unanimous recom- 
mendation that the tariff laws of the United 
States and the schedule of duties charged on 
all imports be not enforced for four or five 
months, or until local merchants can adjust 
their stocks to the new conditions. An ap- 
peal is also made for immediate harbor im- 
provements and the construction of a tele- 
graphic cable. 

Finally, the people of the islands say to the 
commission: ‘* We stand ready to do any- 
thing and everything within our power to 
forward the early construction of the Nica- 
ragua Canal as a national enterprise.”

Fight for American Pork. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Hamburg 
has taken up the fight in behalf ef American 
pork. Published statistics show there has 
not been a single case, of trichinosis in Prus- 
sia or Hamburg, due to American pork, for 
fifteen years. The report concludes: 

** While these facts are not disproved, and 
the statements as to the adulteration of 
American lard are uncorroborated, evidence 
has been found showing that all the re- 
pressive measures against foreign, and es- 

ecilally against American meats, must be 

eld to be unreasonable, and as gravely in- 
juring German economic interests.“ 

The entire press of Hamburg, except the 
Hamburger Nachrichten, supports these 
statements, and the entire Liberal) press is 
beginning to agitate the matter, in view of 
the ever-increasing price of meat. 

The Vorwaerts publishes a repert of the 
Socialist party, which will be submitted 
at its annual meeting at Stuttgart. It points 
out that socialism is steadily increasing 
throughout Germary, and has found its way 
into provinces where a few years ago se- 
cialism was unknown. The electoral cam- 
paign of the Socialists cost 200,000 marks, 
the spreading of pamphlets proving most 
successful, and the secialistic press now 
comprises 68 political papers, two illus- 
trated papers, and two comic papers, one of 
which is illustrated. The total receipts of 
the socialistic party for the year amounted 
to 820,000,000 marks, and the expenditure 
footed up 340,000,000 marks.

CHICAGO CARPET COMPANY PLANS 
TO WIND UP ITS BUSINESS. 


WIe Discontinue Upholstery and Fur- 
niture Departments at Once—Firm 
to Retire if Leasehold Is Sold—Con- 
cern Located at Wabash Avenueand 
Monroe Street for Twenty-one 
Years—Majority of * Held in 
the East. 


The Chicago Carpet company will close out 
{ts upholstery and furniture departments 
and, if a disposal of its lease on the bulld- 
ing it occupies can be effected, may retire 
from business entirely. The company has 
been located at Wabash avenue and Monroe 
street for twenty-one years and is the old- 
est concern of its kind in the city. 

The company is incorporated, with a cap- 
tal stock of $450,000. Some of the shares 
are held in Chicago, but it is understood the 
majority is carried by a New York house. 
J. C. Carroll, President and manager, has 
been at the head of the company since its 
organization. When formed the company 
gucceeded to the business of Allen Mackey 
& Co., who had previously absorbed the car- 
pet department of Potter Palmer’s store. 

The carpet and rug business of the com- 
pany probably will be continued unless a 
satisfactory sale is made of the lease, which 
runs for a period of three and a half years 
more. 

Negotiations are under way for the sale 
of the lease to another firm. The building 
has a frontage of 76 feet in Wabash avenue 
and a depth of 172 in Monroe street. Pres- 
ident Carroll of the company said: 

‘“* We are to close out every dollar’s worth 
of stock in the furniture and upholstery de- 
partments at once. Just what further ac- 
tion will be taken is not decided. If we sell

Nine Times It Has Carried Off 


the First Prizes in Com- 
petitive Drills. 


ERHAPS few of the people of this State 
outside of its 70,000 Masons, including 
its 15,000 Knights Templar, know that 
for nine consecutive triennial Knight 

Templar conclaves recurring’ since its or- 
ganization, 
home in Chicago has borne from the field of 
competitive drills the first prizes that have 
been offered. Every citizen, as well asevery 
Knight Templar of Chicago, may well feel 
proud of St. Bernard Commandery No. 86, 
the largest commandery in the State and 
the champion drill commandery of America. 

The .$1,000 champion prize banner of the 
United States was first offered as a prize by 
the Grand Commandery of Illinois to the 
best drilled commandery attending the Chi- 
cago conclave in the year 1880, and was won 
by a commandery of a neighboring State, 
Chicago commanéderies being the hosts and 
not competing. By the rules governing the 
drills, the championship banner was to be 
held subject to challenge by any command- 
ery in the United States for three years. St. 
Bernard Commandery alone challenged and 
drilled at Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 7, 1882, 
and won the now celebrated banner. St. 
Bernard was in turn challenged and Grilled 
Oct. 9, 1882, and again won. . 

There were no further challenges for the 
banner so honorably won and so gallantly 
defended, and which today occupies the place 
of honor in the asylum of St. Bernard Com- 
mandery of Chicago. 


Prize Worth Having. 


At the next Knight Templar conclave, held 


in San Francisco, Cal. in 1883, St. Bernard 
Commandery entered a competitive drill and 
bore home from the Golden Gate the $5,000 
prize, a solid silver revolving globe, bearing 
upon it the States of our union, with Call- 


fornia inlaid in solid gold, standing on a 


solid silyer pedestal inlaid with precious 
stones, ahd bearing an old-time Templar’s 
castle, built of blocks of California gold- 
bearing quartz, with pilgrim warriors and 
tents in silver and California bears in solid 
gold, the globe surmounted by an armed 
knight in gold and silver. a 

At the conclave in St. Louis, Mo., held in 
1886, St. Bernard Commandery competed in 
the exhibition drill, but no prizes were given. 

At the Washington conclave in 1889 St. 
Bernard Commandery entered for the sched- 
uled competitive drill, but no other com- 
mandery appeared on the field to contest 
with the St. Bernard for the honors. 

At the silver triennial conclave, held at 
Denver, Colo., in 1892, St. Bernard Com- 
mandery captured the first prize for effi- 
ciency and excellence in drill, a brick weigh- 
ing forty-two pounds of pure silver from the 
mines of Colorado. The sides of the trophy 
are elegantly engraved, one bearing Pike’s 
Peak in bas relief. The last conclave was 
held in Boston, Mass., in 1895, from which 
St. Bernard Commandery returned to Chi-

strength, and vim, they achieved triumphs 
and victories that more than consoled them 
under their adversities, and they made 
friends that are now and always will be firm,

which was dedicated by the Grand Com- 
mandery of the State with appropriate cere-

First Drills. 

In 1874, under command of Eminent Sir 
Henry Turner, St. Bernard Commandery 
appeared in display drill, thus initiating the

At the twentieth Knights Templar trien- 
nial conclave, held in Cleveland, O., 1877,

In the year 1880 St. Bernard Commandery 
joined with Apollo Commandery No. 1 and 
Chicago Commandery No. 19 in entertain- 
ing the Grand Encampment of the United 
States and the visiting pilgrims attending 
the twenty-first triennial Knight Templar 
conclave held in Chicago, the largest gath- 
ering of Templars assembled since the days 
of the ancient crusaders. Two hundred thou-

hospitality. The Lake Front Park from 
Randolph street to Park row, as will be re- 
membered, was covered with the 2,000 tents 


of “Camp De Molay,“ with the lofty asy- 
lum in the center, erected for the sessions of 


the Grand Encampment. In the labors of 
the conclave St. Bernard Commandery did 
its full share, first in the field as escort and 
working with untiring zeal, dispensing true 
knightly hospitality throughout the encamp- 
ment. Thus, was the reputation of the St. 
Bernard Commandery sustained, and un- 
derlying this is a disposition that it ever 
shall be so retained. 
‘ Dickerson Case. 
No body of Knights Templar ‘n this coun- 
try has ever received, or perhaps ever de- 
rved, more well-merited compliments for 
he performance -of fraternal duty and 
ghtly deeds than St: Bernard Command- 
ery, for the prompt, hearty, and general 
response of the Sir Knights of that com- 
mandery to the call of knightly duty which 
involved physical suffering and personal 
sacrifice, indicating that the age of true 
chivalry is only approaching. A brother Sir 
Kiight lay dying. One hundred and forty- 
four square inches of human skin were need- 
ed to cover a great ulcer, and 250 Sir Knights, 
on the twenty-first anniversary of the com- 
mandery, marched to his sick-chamber, 
bared their arms to the surgeon’s knife,

The commandery has had but one Treas-

Illinols Masonic Orphans’ Home. 

On the return of the St. Bernard Com- 
mandery from the San Francisco conclave 
in 1883 Sir Thomas . Miller gathered 
around him the Sir Knights of the command- 
ery, whom he immediately interested in his 
beneficent scheme of building a home for 
Masons’ orphans. That his scheme was 
pushed rapidly on to success the beautiful 
Masonic Orphans’ Home on the West Bide 
readily attests. 
Very Eminent Sir George M. Moulton was 
the Eminent Commander of St. Bernard 
Commandery when the Orphans’ Home was 
built, and both he and Mrs. Moulton were 
from the first its most active patrons, and 
Mrs; Maulton soon became known just as 
much to the orphans of the home as their 
“ good angel as she is today to the soldiers 
of Colonel Moulton’s regiment at Camp Cuba

EXPECT A GREAT OLIVE CROP. 


Growers Say the Output Will Exceed 
the Demand in California 
Next Winter. 


Pomona, Cal., Sept. 20.—[Special to New 
York Sun.]—The olive-growers of California 
will probably gather next winter the largest 
crop ever grown in the union. For the first 
time the production of this fruit will be in 
excess of the demands for consumption in 
California alone. An enormous planting of 
Olive groves has been made in California in 
the last few years. It has been reckoned 
that 600,000 olive trees were set out in this 
State last spring alone. Hough estimates 
put the area of bearing olive groves in Cali- 
fornia at about 6,600 acres, while the total 
orchard area is about 24,000. This State has 
practically a monopoly in growing olives in 
America. Some attempts have been made to 
grow the nevadillo blanco olive in Florida 
and Louisiana, but the soil is not adapted to 
the fruit in either of these States. Some 
twelve years ago a seventy-acre olive orch- 
ard was started near Guadalajara, Mex., but 
the trees never came to bear fruit, and the 
scheme was abandoned when it was found 
the air was too damp for profitable olive 
production. 

Travelers in Italy and France tell of olive 
trees bearing bountifully at the age of over 
150 years. There are several olive trees in 
the vicinity of Athens, Greece, that yield 
fair crops and are known to be 300 years old. 
In 1853, at the world’s fair in Paris, there 
was shown a section from an olive tree in 
Algeria reputed to be 1,000 years old. One 
planted by St. Francis at Frati in 1300 was 


Still in existence in 1800. 


Among the cargo of provisions and neces- 
saries shipped by Galzaig with the Prancis- 
can pioneers who came to California from 
Mexico in 1769 were olive seeds, and every 
mission had its olive garden.

lons. The extent of the American market 
open to the California olive oil makers can 


be realized from the fact that 850,000 gal- 
lons of olive oil are annually imported into 
the United States from Italy, Spain, and 
France, and tens of thousands of gallons 
of olive oil adulterated with peanut, cotton- 
seed, and poppy oil are sold every year in 
this country. 

The present method of growing olive trees 
for orchard planting was not known until 
about 1883. The method of producing olive 

~ trees now in vogue 
among European 
27 growers is to eut 

8 limbs as large as a 
man’s arm from the 
trees, and from each 
of these start a new 
tree. An olive tree 
will not furnish more 
than three or four 
such limbs for propa- 
gating purposes. An- 
other method is the 
old-fashioned one of 
planting seeds. This 
is the slowest method 
of making an or- 
chard, and takes 
eighteen or twenty 
years. In California 
the plan is to use 
small cuttings. 
Olive trees for orchard planting used 
to cost $7 and $8 each. They can now be 
had by the thousands for 10 or 15 cents each. 
The cuttings, which come by hundreds from 
a full-sized tree, are about the size of a 
toothpick. They are propagated and rooted 
in sand in conservatories, 'n the same way 
that rose cuttings are grown into rose bushes 
and rose trees. When the cuttings are root- 
ed they are transferred in the warmer 
months of the spring to the out-of-door nur- 
sery, where they become trees three or four 
feet high in a year or a year and a half. 

The olive tree has an almost human gift 
of adaptation to its environment. It flour- 
ishes in a temperature that falls to 14° 
above zero, and in the inland valleys of 
California, where the thermomieter reaches 
120°, it grows, irrigated only by natural 
rainfall. It finds in the California foothills 
just as favorable surroundings as at its 
4,000-foot level in Algeria and its Italian 
elevation of 3,200 feet. 

One joy of an olive orchard is that the 
care of it is pracfically nothing. Its fruit 
can be cured by simple primitive means, 
without any requirement of special experi-

CHINA STARTS THE ROW. 


One of the Effects of Repudiating

TROUBLE MAY BE ‘SERIOUS. 


HE friction between England and Rus- 
sia, arising from the attitude assumed 
by the Chinese government in regard 
to railroad concessions in the Celestial 
empire, has become the all-absorbing 

topic of the hour among foreign diplomats. 


In view of the large American interests in 


the far East the trend of affairs is also 
being closely followed in this country. ‘At 
the close of the war between China and 
Japan, England and Russia, both watchful 
for an opportunity to increase their power in 
the Chinese realm, stepped in and gained 
control through leases over the territory 
which had been occupied by the Japaneses 
troops. Russia took Port Arthur and the 
surrounding country on the north of the 
Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, while England acquired 
re of Wei-Hai-Wel, on the south of tim 
gulf. 
At the present time there is only one rail- 
road in China, which was built by Li Hung 
Chang and is under the control of the gov- 
ernment. The trouble now threatening be- 
tween England and Russia has arisen 
through the repudiation by China of a con- 
tract with the Hongkong and Snanghal 
Bank to build a road from Tientsin Via 
Shan-Hal-Kwon to New-Chwang. Phe 
bank is owned almost entirely by English 
capitalists, although a few Americans hold 
stock in it. The proposed new road was an 
important part of the railroad system under 
development in China. mF 
At its northern terminal it was to have 
connected with the Manchurian road, which 
formed the connecting link with the great 
transgiberian route. On the south it would 
have tapped, through Tientsin and the road 
reaching to the Yang-tse River, the rich 
valley which is China's chief source of agri« 
cultural wealth. The proposed road, which 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank heid the 
contract to bulld; ran through the Russian 
sphere of influence, as will be seen by the 
accompanying map. Consequently Russia 
brought great influence to bear upon the 
Chinese government to prevent the carry- 
ing out of the terms of the contract. Rus- 
sia’s Charge d’Affairesat Peking, M. Pavieff, 
appeared before the Yamen and protested 
and threatened.

Russia Supplies tne Money. 


The proposed road now building vetween 
Tientsin and Han-Kow is being financed 
ostensibly by French and Belgian capita), 
but, as a matter of fact, Russia is supplying 
the money.

In 
reality this was merely an offshoot of the 
Siberian road. Its object was to connect 
the latter from a point near Nertchinok, in 
the transbalkal district; with the terminal 
Viadivostock by a line carried across Man- 
churia. In connection with her recent nego- 
tiations for the lease of Port Arthur and 
Talien-Wan, Russia openly claimed the right 
to carry her railway down into the Lead 


Terms of March Agreement. 


The agreement signed in March pérmits 
Russia to extend a branch line to Talien- 
Wan, or, if necessary, to the most suitable 
point on the coast between New-Chwang 
and the Yalu River. The North of China 
extension, as provided for in the contract 
with the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, 
would have spoiled such a scheme by con- 
necting New-Chwang with Tientsin and 
Peking. Russia's plan would have left that 
important treaty port out in the cold, apd 
the bulk of the Manchurian trade would have 
been driven down to Talien-Wan and Port 
Arthur, instead of passing, as hitherto; 
through New-Chwang. This was another 
consideration which weighed heavily with 
Russia in her determination to control alt 
railway communication from the north to 
Peking. The proposed road from Tientsin 
to New-Chwang as surveyed covered a dis- 
tance of about 850 miles.

‘Wood Pavements in London.

The stringy bark, which grows all 
over Tasmania, has a rougher surface than 
the blue gum, thereby giving in greasy 
weather a better foothold for man and beast. 
It is in the south of the Island of Tasmania 
that the chief supply of timber is obtained, 
the forests coming down almost to the 
water's edge, thus making the cost and dif- 
ficulty of transport small; in fact, at some of 
the mills vessels of 3.000 tons could partly 
load alongside the pier ard complete their 
loading by barges while lying in a perfectly 
secure anchorage.

Exercise Great Influence. 

The chamberlains in the actual and per- 
sonal service of royalty are far fewer in 
number, and are recruited with an infinitely 
greater degree of care. For, inasmuch as 
the chamberlain during his term of service 
lives in closest intimacy with his royal or 
imperial master or mistress, he naturally 
exercises a good deal of quiet.influence over 
his - iNdstrious, charge..:. Thus there is no 
doubt that many of the frailties of the ill--, 
fated Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria 
were attributable to the unfortunate influ- 
ence of his chief chamberlain, the late Count 
Bombelles, a sort of left-handed connection 
of the house of Hapsburg, and a man who, 
while possessed of a singularly charming 
manner and innumerable accomplishinents, 
was mast dissolute and unprincipled in his 
private life. 
incidents of the late King of Spain were 
ascribed in the same manner to the deplor+ 
able influence of the Duke of Sesto, his 
grand chamberlain, while it is difficult to 
find a single scandal of the many which 
brought discredit on the reign of Napoleon 
III., im which the name of Count Bacchioeci. 
did not figure as one of the foremost per- 
sonages. 

This responsibility on the part of chamber 
lains de service is so thoroughly recog- 
nized at the courts of Europe that whenever 
a Prince of the blood gets into trouble and 
hecomes involved in any unsavory scrape 
it is his chamberlain who is held to atcount 
by the monarch and by the nation, it being 
taken for granted that his influence could 
have prevented the scandal.

“Until now there has been no means of dis- 
solving marriages of this kind, no matter 
how much cause the husband may have 
given his wife for divorce.

growing organs of sufficient strength and 
robustity to resist tht attacks of the poison- 
ous and rapidly multiplying germs with 
which the earth, the water, and the air are 
contaminated. If perfectly healthy and 
strong-blooded men would marry none but 
healthy and strong-blooded women and vice 
versa a hundred years from now this earth 
would be peopled witha race of human beings 
alongside of which-the present members of 
the population would seem as pigmies. 
Doctors, except in surgery, would not be 
needed then. People would die, of course, 
but not by disease. Buzzsaws, railroad 
smashups, wars, shipwrecks, and all sorts 
of other casualties would keep down the 
population. Men and women, too, would 
live many more years than do those of the 
present generation, and be happier. Life 
would be sweeter. And what is life? Why, 
it is an invisible spirit of intelligence—a 
directive force, or something that takes up 
its existence in an organism through which 
it can perform acts and produce effects upon 
a world outside of itself. All that is now 
known, all that possibly ever will be known 
as to human life, is that we spring from a 
‘germ in the shape of a nucleated cell, the 
nucleoli within which is so small that, en- 
larged -microscopically to 9,500 times its 
natural size, it is yet no larger than a 
needle’s point. From this infinitesimally 
trifling speck we grow in darkness until we 


are born into the world’s light. Once here, 


if proper nourishment and care are bestowed 
upon us, and if we do not meet with the ac- 
cident, disease, or some other casualty, we 
attain our natural height and bulk. Millions 
ot us are born Into the world, give a gasp, 
and go out of it; other millions reach a week, 
a month, a year’s age; still other millions 
reach an age of 20 to 80 years. And some 
few attain the century round of the ladder 
of life, a few going beyond that. 


There is no fixed limit to human life. 
There are records to prove that a few people 
have lived to be astonishingly old—in one in- 
stance 370 years was reached. 

To sustain and prolong life man must con- 
sume food enough to produce the force he 
expends in his daily labors—mental and 
physical. In fine, he must take in and util- 
ize as much power as he sends out. The 
average of life in a thousand individuals 
can be approximately determined, but not 
the period at which any particular one of 
them will pass away. Life insurance com- 
panies gamble on this average system—and 
they win all the time. 

Whence the life ‘principle comes or 
whither it goes after our bodies are incapa- 
ble of housing it are mysteries about which 
it is absurd to speculate or theorize. As far 
as my investigation of this subject has gone

a good healthy human body; that is a cer- 
tainty.

RAISING A FALSE ISSUE. 

The Cook County Democratic otficeseek- 
ers are going to make Governor Tanner the 
issue of the campaign, They are going to 
devote themselves to assailing him instcad 
of attacking the principles of the Re- 
publican party or defending the doctrines 
ot their own organization. They are not 
going to argue in favor of bad money and 
of cheating creditors by retroactive currency 
laws. The Democratic platform favors 
changing and debasing the money standard. 
That is as bad as counterfeiting or clipping 
coin. But startling as are the monetary doc- 
trines of the platform the Democrats do 
not propose to discuss and commend them. 
They will abuse Tanner. 

The Cook County Democrats are opposed 
to national expansion, but they will not 
make it an issue in the campaign. The 
Democrats in Congress opposed the sale 
of bonds at a low rate of interest to carry 
on the war with Spain. Those Democrats 
advocated the issue of more greenbacks 
with no provision for their redemption, in 
the hope that, if issued, they would be 
irredeemable and become no better than 
fiat shinplasters. In that event the credit 
of the nation at home and abroad would 
have broken down. The Cook County 
Democrats will not defend the policy of 
those Congressmen. They will simply be- 
rate Tanner, who is not running for any 
office. 

The extravagant expenditeres and shame- 
ful mismanagement of the Altgeld adminis- 
tration were not exposed first by Tanner 
in his Golconda speech.

THE- TWO PEACE COMMISSIONS. 

The American Peace commission will 
have an easier task than its illustrious 
predecessor which met in Paris 115 
years ago to agree on terms of peace with 
Great Britain. Of thé four Americans 
who signed that treaty, Dr. Franklin had 
been in France for some years. John 
Adams had been negotiating a treaty with 
Holland. Laurens had been captured by 
the British on his way from America, was 
held in confinement for some time, and 
was released at the last moment. Frank- 
lin, Adams, end Jay were the men who 
conducted the difficult negotiations, and 
who succeeded in securing the Mississippi 
as the western boundary of the United 
States. 

Naturally enough the British government 
wanted to save all it could. Its agents 
were instructed to claim for England the 
territory between the Alleghanies and the 
Mississippi, to be’ granted in part to the 
loyalists who had suffered for their devo- 
tion to the English cause, and in part 
to remain in the possession of the Indian 
tribes. The American commissioners on 
their side insisted on the Mississippi as 
the western boundary. They did not pro- 
pose that the thirteen colonies should be 
left cooped up after having secured their 
independence on the narrow strip of land 
between the mountains and the ocean. Dr. 
Franklin demanded Canada also and per- 
haps it could have been had if the commis- 
sion had insisted on it determinedly. 

The British government was not as set 
on limiting the area, and thus crippling 
the future power of the new nation, as 
were those of France and Spain. Their 
scheme was to secure for Spain all or a great 
part of the land between the Mississippi 
and the Alleghanies. They urged Great 
Britain to insist on holding the region north 
of the Ohio, while Spain had that south 
of it. The French and Spanish states- 
men reasoned that if the United States 


had a great extent of vacant land at its 


disposal it would invite immigrants from 
Europe and thus injure that part of the 
world; the Americans would push north 
and west, and seize the fur trade and 
the mines of New Merico. So they argued 
that the republic must surrounded hy 
nations which could ¢ to hinder its 


progress. 

Therefore the American commissioners, 
set on national expansion, had to encounter 
the opposition of Spain and also of France, 
a country which had done so much for the 
colonists, but which wanted them to re- 
main weak and dependent. But those com- 
missioners being firm, determined men, 
could not be cajoled or coerced. They stood 
out for the territory west of the mountains

to these countries,” | 

Today the United States has a popula- 
tion of 72% millions. Successive territorial 
acquisitions have made its area three and 
a half million square miles. It has a power- 
ful steel-built navy, to which additions 
will be made steadily. The financial re- 
sources of the country are almost infinitely 
great. Therefore the America which the 
Peace Commissioners are to represent st 
Paris is a different one from that weak, 
new-born, almost unknown America in 
whose behalf Franklin and his 2 
did such good work.

The 
commissioners of 1898, with everything on 


their side, should not display less nerve. 


They have but to demand all the Philippines 
and they will get them all. There are some 
European powers which will not like it, 
but they will not venture to object. They 
will hardly dare to intrigue against the re- 
tention by the United States of what it has 
fairly won. The difficulties which the first 
Peace commission met with in the first step 
towards national expansion will not con- 
front the present Peace commission, whose 
mission it is to secure the formal relinquish- 
ment of Spanish title to lands of which a 
year ago no American ever dreamed his 
country would be the owner.

The prophet has im- 
memorial custom and the ballroom man- 
agers as his allies, and he will refuse to pre- 
side at a function where his august high- 
ness would be insulted by the presence of u 
plebelan costume of any kind. It is a serious 
and delicate situation, and the world will 
doubtless watch the outcome with bated 
breath. We do not wish to be alarmists, 
otherwise we might whisper the horrible 
suspicion that the Mayor of St. Louis does 
not possess a dress coat. Probably it is 
best to await calmly the coming crisis, hop- 
ing that if the Mayor has no swallowtail he 
will borrow one, and trusting that the tender 
sensibilities of the prophet will yet be apared 
the wound that now seems imminent. 


HUMPHREY AND THE RACE TRACKS. 

Some of the citizens of Cicero are mak- 
ing a praiseworthy effort to put an end 
to the race track gambling which is carried 
on in that town. As the laws stand now 
any such effort on their part must be re- 
warded with success, if not this year, then 
next year. 
selling—which is what race tracks exist for 
—are so specific and strict that they can 
be enforced whenever a serious attempt is 
made to do so. 

If the citizens of Cicero are in earnest in 
their opposition to race track gambling 
they will not vote, month after next, to 
return John Humphrey to the Senate. 
The town is heavily Republican and he 
is the regular candidate. Nevertheless 
it will repudiate him by a great majority, 
unless the voters wish to have pool selling 
legalized. For Humphrey wants that done. 
He believes in making gambling lawful. 
He proved that three and a half years ago 
when he introduced his notorious bill “ to 
improve the breed of horses,” a measure 
which was boodled through the Senate at 
a cost of $40,000 to the gamblers, but failed 
in the House. | 

If the bill whieh Humphrey introduced 
and advocated had become the law the 
selling of pools on the race tracks in Cicero 
and elsewhere would have been legal dur- 
ing half the year. It would have been 


lawful to sell pools not merely on races 


run on those tracks but on those run on 
other tracks in the country. And while 
pool selling of all kinds would have been 
legal during six months, the fine for sgell- 
ing pools during the other six months— 
the winter racing—would have been 80 
low that when business was fairly good 
the profits would have paid the fines many 
times over, and made the violation of the 
law a lucrative pursuit. 

It was not Humphrey’s fault that a bill 
which would have handed over his Cicero 
constituents to the tender mercies of the 
“sports” did not pass. He worked for it 
about as energetically as he did for his 
street railroad bill in 1897 and for the Allen 
law. He defied public opinion brazenly in 
all these cases, He was indifferent to the 
welfare of the residents of the district he 
represented. His constituents were the 
race track gamblers and the traction com- 
panies. If reélected he will be as devoted 
to the interests of those constituents in 
1899 and 1901 as in 1895 and 1897. The 
voters of the Seventh District are sim- 
pletons if they fancy that that particular 
Ethiopian can change his skin. 

Republican voters in that district may 
say, But Humphrey is the regular Ro- 
publican candidate.” So he is, thanks to 
his control of the machine. But he cham- 
pioned the Allen law. He came near gét- 
ting through a pool selling law. It re- 
elected he will try it again if no bigger 
game presents itself. The Republican party 


cannot afford to stand by and become re- 


sponsible for men of the Humphrey type, 
even if they do secure “ regular” nomina- 
tions, That man who will swallow race 
track bills and Allen laws sooner than vote 
against a regular candidate, who haa 
supported such measures, is a poor specimen | 
of an American citizen. He has put his 
party above his country. 

There is no reason why any man should 
vote for Humphrey because he is to figure 
on the blanket ballot as a Republican 
candidate. The namie of a genuine Re- 
publican candidate—that of Mr. Engel-

‘ WILL THE WORLD GO HUNGRY! 
In his recent address before the British 
association Sir William Crookes laid down 
some startling propositions regarding the 
world’s supply of wheat. He prophesied a 
„universal dearth ’ and even went so far as 
to name the period at which the world would 
begin to feel the pinch of poverty in bread 
stuffs. The trend of thought in grain eir- 
cles has been in the opposite direction. 
The era of low prices which was ushered 
in by the opening of the vast tracts of wheat 
producing territory in the United States 
has been continued by the successive devel- 
‘opment of India, Argentina, and more 
recently of Russia as surplus wheat pro- 
ducers. American farmers have been 
urged to go into diversified farming to avoid 


‘disastrous competition. The temporary re- 


covery of prices during the Leiter cam- 
paign to old time levels upset many theories 
as to continued depression of values of 
breadstuffs, and for the first time in years 
the grain trade of the world has been free 
from the incubus of an unwieldy surplus. 
Sir William Crookes takes issue squarely 
against the theories of continued overpro- 
duction. He furnishes elaborate statistics 
in support of his theory, and gives the world 


a little over thirty years for consumption 


to overtake production. His argument was 
summed up as follows: 

Should all the wheat growing countries of the 
world add to their area to the utmost capacity, on 
the most careful calculation the yield would give 
us only an addition of some 100,000,000 acres, sup- 
plying at the average world yield of 12.7 bushels 
to the acre 1,270,000,000 bushels, just enough to 
supply the increase of population among bread 
eaters till the year 1931. At the present time 
there exists a deficit in the wheat area of 81,000 
square miles—a deficit marked by the fact that 
the ten world crops of wheat harvested in the 
ten years ending 1896 were more than 5 per cent 
above the average of the previous twenty-six 
years. When provision shall have been made if 
possible to feed 230,000,000 units likely to be 
added to the bread eating population by 1931— 
by the complete occupancy of the arable areas 
of the temperate sone now partially occupied— 
where can be grown the additional 830,000,000 
bushels of wheat required ten years later by a 
hungry world? 

The average of wheat consumption per 
capita has almost universally increased of 
late years. In Scandinavia it has risen 100 
per cent in twenty-five years; in Austria- 
Hungary 80 per cent, in France 20 per 
eent, and in Belgium 50 per cent. A de- 
cline is admitted in Russia, Italy, and Tur- | 
key. The possibility of substitution of 
other foodstuffs for wheat is dismissed with 
the assertion that none of the other grains 


have the food value of wheat. 

In bringing the demand and supply situa- 
tion up to date Sir William Crookes makes 
the 1897-1898 crop 1,921,000,000 bushels. 
Out of the crop so estimated it is shown that 
the bread and seed requirements of 516,- 
600,000 bread-eaters are 2,324,000,000 bush- 
els, leaving a deficit of 403,000,000 bushels. 
This deficit it is claimed is marked by the 
existence of a surplus of 300,000,000 bush- 


els carried over from last harvest. The sur- 


plus of several years of plenty has been 


absorbed in a series of years of compara- 


tive poverty, and the production and con- 
sumption, it is argued, is more-nearly on a 
from year to year basis than for some time, 
From an actual déficit in wheat production 
of over 400 million bushels to practical 
famine in a little over thirty years is a 
comparatively easy step. 

In attempting to establish the impractica- 
bility of the world production increasing 
and keeping step with the consumption the 
situation in each of the great producing 
countries is treated in some detail. The 
prediction is made that within a generation 
the population of the United States will be 
sufficient to consume all the wheat raised 
and so cut off an available surplus to non- 
self-supporting countries which in 1897 
represented 145,000,000 bushels. It is 
claimed that there is practically no un- 
cultivated prairie land in this country suita- 
ble for the raising of wheat, and so the 
overtaking of domestic supply by domestic 
demand has only to do with increased popu- 
lation. 

The lavish exports by Russia are de- 
scribed as only provisional and precarious. 

Other fields with a promise of develop- 
ment as wheat producers within the tem- 
perate zone are Canada and Siberia. It is 
stated that Canada has not fulfilled prom- 
ises, the increase in wheat area since 1884 
being less than 500,000 acres, The future 
of Siberia as a producer is disposed of by the 
statement that the climatic conditions of the 
greater portion of the country do not fur- 
nish the required fifty-five to sixty-five days 
averaging 65, degrees Fahrenheit to mature 
acrop. Climatic conditions shut out a large 
part of Australia and the southern portion 
of the Argentine Republic. South Africa 
is dismissed with the remark that wheat 
culture fails where the banana ripens. In 
such sections as New Zealand and north 
Africa the greater profit on other crops does 
not promise an increase in wheat produc- 
tion. The average in India is said to be 
declining, while the increasing population 
will soon wipe out the exportable surplus. 
It has been generally believed that Amer- 
ica had most to fear from Argentine compe- 
tition, but Sir William is of opinion the pros- 
pective supply from Argentina has been 
greatly overrated. 

The meat of the whole argument is in the 
statement that in 1931 consumption will be 
in excess of production, and this, while per- 
haps not predicating actual hunger, unap- 
peased, suggests a distressingly high level 
of prices for a necessary foodstuff. Happily, 
Sir William Crookes does not leave the 
world going, as it were, to bed supperless. 
It is just here that science is brought into 
what up to this point has been the aefiab- 
lishment of a complicated proposition in po- 
litical" and commercial economy. He goes 
into fully as elaborate an explanation that 
the available supply of fixed nitrogen neces- 
gary to producing wheat in artificial and 
natural manures is soon to be exhausted. 
In fact, only one inexhaustible supply of 
anything seems to present itself to Sir Will- 
iam, and that is in the free nitrogen in the 
atmosphere. In the process of transferring 
this nitrogen from a free to a fixed state he 
sees the promise of plenty for the hungry, 
and calls into the service of the human race 
the water power of Niagara. By utilizing 
these forces Sir William would produce 
nitrate of soda at £5 a ton, and reassures 
a prospectively hungry world as follows:

The conclusiona by Sir William Crookes’

as to the possibility of incteasing the pro- 


ductiveness of land may be of value in di- 
recting ‘scientific thought in this direction. 
Anything of this chardcter which promises 
to add to the world’s wealth is so much 
gained. They do not, however, make it 
clear that the one-quarter or less of the 
population of the world who eat wheat 
bread will find themsleves without a supply 
of flour in 1931, or in fact at any future 
period which will have direct interest to 
any one now living. Some of the statistical 
premises on which these conclusions are 
based are obviously in error. The per cap- 
jta consumption of wheat is much higher 
than that generally admitted. The 1897- 
‘98 world’s crop is placed arbitrarily at 
1,921,000,000 bushels. This is 20 per cent 


less than the accepted averages of the last. 


five crop years, and no reports so far re- 
ceived justify any such reduction. In fact, 
within a week Beerbohm has stood sponsor 
for an estimate of 2,640,000,000 bushels. 
Sir William’s estimates of the increase 
of the wheat consuming population of the 
world are as much too great as his estimates 
of production of grain are too small. France, 
Belgium, and Spain are increasing but little 
in population. The wealthy and fashion- 
able classes are rearing but few more chil- 
dren than enough to maintain the existing 
population. In fact, but for the poorer 
classes, where the consumption of wheat 
bread is not so great, the death rate would 
overtake the birth rate. The same thing 
is developing rapidly in this country. The 
natural increase has fallen off one-half al- 


ready since 1860. Notwithstanding the 


enormous immigration to the United States 
from Europe and Canada the decennial in- 


crease has declined more than a third since. 


1870 to 1898. This condition has spread 


‘into Upper Canada, parts of England, 


north Ireland, parts of Austria, and Ger- 
many—all wheat eating countries. Most 
of Asia and much of Africa depend on rice 
and much of Europe on rye. A great deal of 
oatmeal! is used, and the use of Indian corn 
is steadily gaining ground. Let the price 
of wheat increase to, say, $1 a bushel to the 
farmer and the wheat crop of the United 
States would be doubled through more sys- 
tematic culture. The same is true in all 
the great producing countries. The extent 
of consumption of a particular food is gov- 
erned by price. As wheat becomes scarcer 
per capita cheaper substitutes will undoubt- 
edly be resorted to. Just as wheat rises in 
price will more corn, oats, and rye be used. 

Then again, the culture of wheat may be 
made more productive by improving the 
seed. A few weeks ago THe TRIBUNE pub- 
lished a long article from the London Daily 
Chronicle giving the remarkable results of 
eighteen years’ experiment in crossing and 
selection of seed by the Messrs. Gorton of 
England, whereby the growth of wheat was 
nearly doubled. The possibilities which 
could arise to adjust the balance between 
production and consumption which Sir Will- 
iam argues is out of joint are numerous. 
What chemists and electricians may discov- 
er in obtaining nitrogen from the inexhausti- 
ble air by the power of Niagara for fertiliz- 
ing wheat fields remains to be proven, but 
the world is not going to exhaust its supply 
of wheat bread at fair prices for centuries 
to come.

The 
statement that the commissioners “‘ may 
yield to the Spanish belongs to that class 
of intelligence which may be characterized 
as “important if true.” But is it true? 
Has the President allowed the commis- 
sioners to depart upon one of the must 
important missions ever intrusted to repre- 
sentatives of the United States since the 
treaty of Ghent, which arranged the terms 
of peace which signalized the termination of 
the war of 1812-15 with Great Britain, 
without definite instructions as to the dis- 
charge of the important duties committed 
to their hands? Has he left everything re- 
lating to the disposition of the Philippines 
to the discretion, personal whim, or caprice 
of the individual members of the commis- 


sion without regard to the wishes of the 


American people? Has he not even a guar- 
anty that they can be depended upon to 
act in harmony with each other—that they 
will not come into the presence of the 
representatives of Spain with divided coun- 
sels? Is Senator Gray of the insignificant 
State of Delaware—a Southern Democrat 
and an avowed enemy of territorial ex 
pansion—expected to dominate the com- 
mission and dictate the propositions which 
it will submit to the Spanish commission- 
ers, or at least weaken the N of their 
demands? 

There are undoubtedly reasons why the 
members of the commission should exercise 
a proper degree of reticence in the er- 
pression of their views for public use, but 
when Senator Frye confesses that he can- 
not tell whether they are “ so divided as to 
make agreement impossible Americans 
may well question whether the President 
has chosen a commission qualified and dis- 
posed to protect the rights of the Ameri- 
can people—rights won at the sacrffice of 
hundreds of lives and millions of treasure. 
Has ex-Secretary Day joined the Delo- 
ware Senator in maintaining that our ac- 
quisition should be limited to the one Island

Additional importance is given to these 
questions at this time in view of the re- 
ports contained in the same issue 
of Tus TRIBUNE concerning the 
intrigues which German agents are said 
to be carrying on with the forces of Aguinal- 
do and the line of policy marked out by the 
Spanish General, Weyler, for the sale of 
the islands to various European powers. 
It is evident from this that Spain has no 


expectation of retaining the islands as a 


whole, but intends to drive the best bargain 
it can with our commissioners, and then pro- 
ceed to sell them ont at the best price it can 


get. In fact, it would be in accordance with 


the methods of Spanish diplomacy it it 
should be found that Spain has undertaken 
to do something of this sort already with 
France.or Germany or both. Suppose thie 
should be found go be fait accompli al- 
ready, could the United States — 
afford to recognize such a trick after hav- 
ing consented to enter into negotiations in- 
tended to determine the final disposition of 
the islands as well as all of Spain’s posses- 
sions in the Pacific? 

There has been abundant evidence that 
Germany has been watching an 
to get a foothold upon these islands. Such 
a result would not only be a discredit to the 
American name but would call forth a 
protest from England and Japan, and possi- 


bly from Russia also. Nothing can be more’

position to reéstablish its authority there, 
and there will be no choice between their 
virtual transfer to the United States or sell- 
ing them out piecemeal to the highest bid- 
der. The latter is not to be thought of for 
a moment. No agreement should be en- 
tered into at Paris which permits the Span- 
ish government to dispose of these islands 
without the consent of the United States. 
It is impossible to conceive that our com- 
missioners should have been permitted to 
depart on their mission without explicit in- 
structions as to the demands they are to 
make on Spain. If such is the case, it is the 
duty of President McKinley to supply the 
omission without delay. To surrender the 
islands would be a short-sighted, foolish, 
and suicidal blunder, for which the govern- 
men could never fully atone. In a single 
generation their value to our Pacific com- 
merce and our national influence in the 
China seas would be beyond computation, 
but the opportunity once lost would not be 
regained. The testimony of Admiral

who have had an opportunity of studying 
the question most closely reaches the same 
conclusion. 
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A NATIONAL ‘FLOWER. 

The question of the adoption of & national 
flower is revived again, and a columbine 
association has been organized in New Eng- 
land for the purpose of booming the flower 
whose name it bears. Mr. Frederick Leroy 
Sargent, the President of the association, 
recently made a long argument for this: 
flower before the Massachusetts Horticul-. 
tural society in which he advanced many 
ingenious reasons why the columbine 


should be selected for this honor. The prin- 
cipal of these are that the columbine was 
‘suggested by the Columbian anniversary; 


that there are thirteen varieties of it; that 
its flowering extends through spring and 


summer, and hence it is available for Fourth 


of July; that it is symbolic and can be uSed 
decoratively; and that it has the highest 
merit of all its rivals, among them the lark- 
spur, pansy, mountain laurel, magnolia, 
goldenrod, aster, and sunflower. 


It is a little remarkable that in this eon- 


nection Mr. Sargent did not mention the 
rose, named queen of flowers by common 
consent the world over. It is indigenous in 
all parts of the union from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. It is unexcelled in beauty and un- 
equaled in variety and fragrance, It re- 
news itself for many years without replant- 
ing, grows in almost any kind of soil, and 
lasts for months in full bloom, new ones 
coming into blossom when the first disap- 
pear. It is the flower of the poor woman’s 
cottage and the rich woman’s boudoir. It 
has varieties enough to represent every 
State in the union instead of only the 
original thirteen. It has been the love of 
poets from time immemorial. 

The objections to the columbine as a na- 
tional flower are many. Though a com- 
mon blossom, it is not well known among 
the people at large. Four out of five per- 
sons could not accurately describe a colum- 
bine. There is not a child so uninformed 
that it cannot tell all about a rose. It is 
the chief flower used in decorations by art- 
ists, much more so than the columbine. 
The thirteen varieties of the columbine 
form an argument against it, for we are 
now forty-four and are entering upon a 
career of national expansion. The deriva- 
tion of columbine from Columbus, or Co- 
lumbia, is purely fanciful. It has no na- 


tional signification. Its genuine name is 


Aquilegia, derived from aquila (eagle), from 
some fancied resemblance of its spurs to 
talons. It does not grow everywhere in 
this country. It is barely k~own in the 
middle South and is not found at all in the 
gulf States. If it be argued against the 
rose that it is not purely an American flow- 
er, it may be answered neither is the col- 
umbine, for it is more plentiful in Canada 
and Europe than it is here. The columbine 
has but two colors, yellow and purple, while 
the rose has every color, even black, green, 
and blue ones having been recently pro- 
duced. 


Tun Trrsunp believes in giving the rose 


a chance, and its friends should prepare to 
meet and thwart the sinister designs of the 
Columbine association. They should or- 
ganize to boom the rose, with the goldenrod 
for a second choice. 


THE HICKEY MURDER CASE. 

Mystery still surrounds the death of Jen- 
nie Hickey, the 14-year-old schoolgirl whose 
bruised and partly disrobed body was found 
on last Wednesday in the breakwater at 
the foot of Thirty-sixth street, but the evi- 
dence now on hand is suffieient to render 
preposterous the theory of suicide. How 
the police can hold that theory in face of 
the facts is in itself a mystery. Captain 
Hayes has persisted in this view from the 
first, and Chief Kipley has adopted the 
same attitude and has said he wants “ com- 
mon sense and not fine-spun theories on the 
case.” To the overwhelming majority of 
people, including all the physicians who 
have examined the little girl’s body, the 
common sense view is that it was a case of 
foul murder, and the fine-spun theory is 
that which the Chief of Police and his sub- 
ordinates hold when they affect to believe 
that this child committed suicide. 

The action of Coroner Berz in ordering 
the postponement of the funeral yesterday 
in order that he might have the further 
evidence of Drs. Evans and Dodson will 
meet with universal approbation. The po- 
lice have shown a suspicious apathy on this 
case. All who knew the girl intimately, in- 
cluding the parish priests and the teachers 
in the public school she attended, scout the 
idea of suicide as nonsense. A romping 
schoolgirl, more fond of play than books, 
is not the kind of person to commit suicide. 
The idea is absurd on the face of it, but the 
circumstantial evidence in the condition of 
the body makes the suicide theory unten- 
able in itself. 

When the body was found. most of the 
clothes had been torn off it, and it lay in a 
‘shallow compartment, or well,“ of the 
breakwater, almost out of sight under- 
neath the piling, where the water scarcely 
touched it. It would have been impossible 
for the waves to have washed the body 
from the lake into the breakwater and to 
have deposited it and the articles of cloth- 
ing where they lay. It the child had wished 
to drown herself she would have thrown 
herself into the lake and not into the shal- 
low “weil.”

She finds a fascination. in this strange, 
unkempt creature, whose manner, even 
fore her, betrays no fear. She bids bin, 
however, begone from her sight, because she 
thinks he has been too forward, but the 
stranger, who is a noble Lord, one Roderigo 
of Triana, is not so easily put off. He does 
not fail to notice the favorable impression he 
has made upon the redoubtable beauty, and 
in the next act he acquires the certainty of 
this when.she meets him after he has been 
shaved and clothed as befits his station, and 
confesses to him that at last she has met a 
man, and not a servile courtier. Is not the.

The governing French official in Madagascar 
grants the greatest civil and religious freedom to 
all Catholics, Protestants, or heathen. 

The Chinese Emperor has issued an edict that 
European and American editors, missionaries, and 
their converts in his empire shall be fully pro- 
tected. 


It is reported that there have been more than 200 


deaths per day in Canton from the plague, and the 
disease is still increasing. Mission work has been 
interrupted. 

A petitioner to the General Methodist Confer- 
ence in Canada recently asked that body to pro- 
tect congregations against the growing evil of 
manuscript preachers.” 

The Rev. Dr. S. W. Duncan of the American 
Baptist Missionary union has started on a round- 
the-world tour to visit Baptist missions. He ex- 
pects to return next May. 

The Advance says: According to a recent esti- 
mate, there are 11,000,000 children in the United 
States who are not in any Sunday school, and this 
does not include ‘infant children.’’ 

It is said that the Queen of England is the oldest 
official of the established church. For sixty years 
she has held the rank of prebendary of St. David's 
Cathedral. That the Queen is devout and loyal 
to the church there is no doubt. 2 

Sydney Whitman declares in Harper's for this 
month ‘* thag the teaching of Christian mission- 
aries in Turkéy caused the Armenian revolutionary 
movement, and that but for that movement there 
would have been no massacre.“ He acquits the 
missionaries of any intention to bring about this 
revolution, but says none the less, they did it.“ 


Booker T. Washington says the population of 
Cuba ig composed of mulattoes and negroes, and 
that they need intellectual, religious, and indus- 
trial training. He proposes, if funds can be 
secured, to bring a number of the most promising 
young men and women to Tuskegee and give them 
training, so that they can return and start indus- 
trial t-.ining on the island. 

Mr. .iudson Taylor states that in 1889 there were 
30,000 communicants of Protestant churches in 
China, and that in 1896 there were 89,000. The 
progress of missions in that country is astonishing 
the Christian world. If the church would furnish 
the means a small y of Christian men and wom- 
en could be sent China. Men enough but no 
money. The cry throughout the land now should 
be more money.

Robert Bridges has found in Moore's

CHESTNUTS GROWN 
IN AMERICA. 


It was three-quarters of a century after 
Du Pont’s importation of European chegt- . 
nuts that Japanese chestnuts began to at- 
tract attention in this country. Probab 
the largest grove of Japanese chestnufs in 
America is situated near Cleminton, N. J. 
Here a tract of land 500 acres in area is 
given over to the culture of these trees. 
The tract was originally a forest of native 
American chestnut trees. They were all 
cut down, and after the shoots had grown 
two years they were grafted with the Japan- 
ese chestnut. In from two to three years 
the grafted trees began to bear, and at the 
end of ten years they were yielding a bushel 
of chestnuts to a tree. The orchard, if such 
it may be called, is crudely cultivated with 
a rough harrow, and the fallen leaves are 
permitted to rot and enrich the ground.

ARKANSAS FURNISHES OARS. 


Devall Bluffs Has the Factory That 
Turns Out Orders for Every Navy 
in the World. 


Devall Bluffs, a little town in the lumber 
region of Arkansas, furnishes oars for the 
navies of the world. There are other oars 
than those made in Arkansas in use on men- 
of-war, but Devall Bluffs people have the 
honor of having made the oars which propel 
the small boats in the French and Italian 
navies at present, and at various times dur- 
ing the history of the Bluffs ’’ the oar fac- 
tory there has furnished oars for the other 
big navies of the world. 

An Arkansas statesman, commenting on 
the resources of his State, said: 

“If you happen to be something of a 
globetrotter take heed when next you see 
a boat lowered from a French or Italian 
man-of-war and as the crystal drops shower 
from the oar blades you may note beneath 
the fine, firm grain of Arkansas or Missouri 
ash. Charles Wells, the Devall Bluffs manu- 
facturer, confesses his inability to remember 
how far back in the past the industry dates, 
but to his grandsire belongs the honor of 
first shaping oars. by machinery, and the 
Wells oars were recognized as the standard 
of excellence long before the need of a closer 
timber supply brought about the establish- 
ment of works in America. At one time 
or another every navy in the world has ha 
oars from Deval) Bluffs. 

The oar factory regularly employsabc . 
fifty hands, and, having its own electric 
lighting plant, can work night shifts when 
crowded with orders. Its ordinary output 
is some 250 pieces in a ten-hour run, includ- 
ths, from six and a half 
to twenty-four feet. A good share of its 
finished product is placed through its Eng- 
lish branches’ in London, Liverpool, and 
Glasgow, but a vast demand is supplied from 
the factory direct. 

* The salmon fisherſes of the Pacific coast 
furnish a good market, and the Wells brand 
of oars is not unknown on the Atlantic sea- 
board of the States.and provinces. Foreign 
countries are large purchasers, large ship- 
ments go regularly to New England, while 
for years past the French and Italian navies 
have annually placed large orders with the 
factory, the requiréments of the twocoun- 
tries being practically the same with fegard 
to specifications and models. France’s order 
for the present year aggregates 5,200 pieces, 
or about the same as in years past.“ —Louis-

Mrs. Dundas, who 
is now at work in her own studio at Paris on 
a bust of her husband, and on which she is 
making fine progress, writes as follows of 
her experience in the Art Institute and her 
views on the subject of marble cutting as 
part of the work of a woman sculptor: 

A sculptor who thoroughly loves the art 
will hardly be content with understanding 
merely a part of the work of true sculpture. 
Certainly a half knowledge of the art will 
not satisfy a woman sculptor unless, indeed, 
while blessed with talent, she at the same 
time lacks woman’s traditional attributes of 


* 


* And, indeed, I think it as important for a 
woman sculptor to havea practical know!l- 


why should she not? In this age of athletic 
sports for women, the strength and flexibil- 
ity of muscle acquired by tennis playjng, 
rowing, and wheeling make marble carving 
no longer too arduous a task for a woman. 
She is no longer barred by physical disability 
from handling the blocks of stone or wield- 
ing the heavy mallets. 

** Yet I must confess I experienced, at the 
close of my first day’s labor at marble carv- 
ing, a feeling of physical weariness and an 
utter lack of the enthusiasm with which I 
had started out in the morning. It was 
with aching arms that I carried back to 
their locker the tools I had borrowed for my 
first venture in marble cutting. Perhaps it 
is not to be wondered at that swinging a 
seven hours 
the first day proved tiresome to one whose 
muscles for months had been unaccustomed 
to any vigorous exercise. | 

One thing with which I was impressed by 
my experiences that first day was that it is 
not wise for the beginner in marble carving 
to try to imitate too closely the practices of 
the experienced sculptor. I disdained the 
suggestion that I should use gloves to pro- 
tect my hands, and as a result the bruises 
received from a few misdirected blows of 
the mallet and a scratch from a jagged cor- 
ner of the stone were painfully felt before I 
finished the day’s wofk. I covered the 
bruises over with fine marble dust, that they 

might not be ob- 

served. Perhaps the 
presence of some men 
students who had 
dropped in and were 
watching with half 
amused, superior ex- 
pressions the work I 
was doing had some- 
thing to do with stim— 
Pulating my heroism. 

The feeling that a 
‘scar nobly got is a 
good livery of honor’ 
sustained me in my 
hour of exposure, 
which came that 
evening at dinner, 
when concealment of 
my bruises was no 
longer possible.

Miss Lewis’ devotion to her work was 
amply proven in her work at the Art Insti- 
tute. For weeks, in company with Mrs. 
Dundas, she worked from 8 o’clock in the 
morning until 9 o’clock and sometimes 10 
o’clock at night, and always at the marble- 
cutting. Friends remonstrated with her 
that her strength would give out, but she 
was too absorbed in her work to think of 
anything but completing the task of giving 
lasting form to what she had fashioned in 
the yielding clay. 


Once, after putting two weeks of hard 


work on a piece of marble from which she 


planned to make a bust of Hermes, having 
nearly reached the stage where her task 
would be a delight instead of dru „ a 
flaw was uncovered in the marble, and it 
was necessary to discard it and begin all 
over again on a new piece. A second block 
of the rough quarried marble was secured, 
and the bust, nearly completed but lacking 
some finishing touches, now stands on a 
pedestal among others in the exhibit at the 
Art Institute. 

Miss Marguerite de Courcy Wheeler, the 
youngest of the young women who took up 
the work of sculpture in marble, is the

But her classmates credit her with great 
perseverance, once she had set about the 
difficult task, and for weeks she was regu- 
jarly to be found at work in' the basement 
room of the Art Institute Building, where 
the class in marble cutting toiled day after 
day amid the sounds of ringing blows as the 
heavy mallets and chisels wielded by wom- 
en’s hands wrought-forms of beauty from 
the impdasive stone. ' 

Miss Wheeler’s most important attempt 
in marble was the making of a head of 
Hermes, copying from a cast of her own 
model made by following the lines of The 
cast from the antique. 


RAISE MONEY BY CHANCE GAMES 


Government | Lotteries in European 
Countries and How They Are Con- 
ducted—Large Sums Secured. 


In the Prussian budget of receipts and ex- 
penses for 1898 is one item which must seem 
rather unusual to American financiers—82,- 
000,000 marks (the equivalent of about $20,- 
000,000) from authorized governmental lot- 
teries. In Prussia the lottery is operated 
under the direct authority of the State. 
There are a number of prizes. of 500,000 
marks, and it is an annual affair in the line 
of revenue raising. In Italy this year in 
the annual budget for 1898 was the item of 
revenue of 65,000,000 lire from lotteries, 
about equivalent to $13,000,000 in American 
money, and it is somewhat curious that in 
nearly every country of Europe, with the 
exception of France and Belgium, lotteries 
as a means of revenue raising are the rule 
rather than the exception. is 

Denmark made last year a profit on its 
lotteries—a net profit over and above cx- 
penses—of 1,000,000 crowns, equivalent to 


‘about $400,000.. In Holland, too, there is a 


State lottery, the net proceeds of which are 
figured each year at 659,000 guilders, or 
about $300,000. Portugal is another Euro- 
pean country which recruits its revenues 
from this source. In the year 1897 the Por- 
tuguese lottery gained 1,750,000 milreis 
(nearly $2,000,000). But Portugal has at 
least some justification in its adherence to 
lotteries by reason of the fact that the 
finances of that country are in an unset- 
tled condition, that creditors are pressing 
against it. and that the expenditures have, 
for a number of years, exceeded considerably 
the revenues. 

In the European countries lotteries are 
State monopolies, as much as the sale of 
stamps or of cigars and tebacco, and the 
government makes usually a considerable 
profit from them. The Spaniards are great 
believers in the advantages offered by lot- 
terics, and the financial plight of that coun- 
try now being most serious, there will be 
started soon under the auspices of the Span- 
ish government a great lottery scheme, the 
receipts of which, minus the prizes, will be 
turned over to the government for its needs.

His Hopeless Search in the Missouri's Murky Waters 
Lost Wife. 


T. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 15.—Strangely |
